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REPORT. 


To  THE  Honorable  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
OF   Providence. 

Gentlemen  :  In  accordance  with  the  joint  resolu- 
tion of  the  City  Council,  which  was  approved  March 
6, 1 89 1,  and  which  reads  as  follows,  viz. : 

''''Resolved^  That  Horatio  Rogers,  George  M.  Car- 
penter and  Edward  Field  are  appointed  record  com- 
missioners, who  shall  serve  without  compensation,  for 
the  purpose  of  collecting  and  printing  the  early  re- 
cords of  the  town  of  Providence,  and  said  commis- 
sioners are  authorized  to  expend  the  sum  of  one  thou- 
sand dollars  for  collecting  and  printing  said  records, 
said  sum  to  be  charged  to  the  appropriation  for  print- 
ing,"  the  undersigned  respectfully  submit  a  volume 
of  the  early  records  of  the  town  of  Providence, 
which  they  have  caused  to  be  printed.  The  report 
presented  to  your  honorable  body  by  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee on  Education  recommending  the  passage 
of  the  aforegoing  resolution  contains  this  clause: 
"  On  the  completion  of  this  volume  the  commis- 
sioners will  be  able  to  report  much  more  definitely 
than  can  be  estimated  the  probable  extent  and  cost  of 
the  work,  and  the  city  council  cdn  better  decide  when 
and  how  far  it  is  advisable  to  continue."     The  compiis- 
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sioners  therefore  present  for  your  consideration  the 
following  report  and  recommendations. 

A  brief  review  of  the  action  taken  by  this  town  and 
city  from  time  to  time  towards  the  preservation  of  its 
ancient  records,  will  show  that  much  consideration 
has  been  given  to  this  subject.  The  earliest  effort  in 
this  direction  was  made  Aug.  12,  1678,  when  Daniel 
Abbott  was  elected  town  clerk,  to  succeed  John 
Whipple,  Jr.  At  this  time  Roger  Williams  and 
Daniel  Abbott  were  appointed  a  committee  "  to  take 
a  list  of  what  they  received,  and  to  give  to  ye  sayd 
John  Whipple  a  cleare  and  full  discharge  for  the 
same." 

This  action  was  taken  shortly  after  the  Indian  war 
[1675-76],  when  the  town  suffered  so  severely  from 
its  effects,  and  when  the  records  passed  through  a  se- 
vere ordeal.  The  original  document,  a  copy  of  which 
is  hereto  annexed  and  marked  '* Appendix  A,"  is  pre- 
served in  the  files  of  the  Rhode  Island  Historical 
Society,  and  is  among  the  manuscripts  of  the  Foster 
papers,  and  from  it  is  derived  much  information  as  to 
the  extent  and  number  of  the  earliest  volumes  of  the 
town  records.  From  it  we  also  learn  how  much  of 
the  books  yet  remain  intact,  and  what  portions  have 
been  lost  or  effaced  during  the  years  that  have  elapsed 
since  that  time.  The  next  account  is  embraced  in  a 
schedule  found  by  the  commissioners  among  a  lot  of 
loose  papers  in  the  store  room  at  the  city  hall,  and 
sheds  much  light  on  the  condition  and  number  of  the 
records  nearly  ninety  years  later  than  the  list  pre- 
viously mentioned.  It  is  of  peculiar  value  in  many 
respects,  especially  in  showing  the  advance  and  growth 
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of  the  town  in  the  number  of  volumes  of  land  trans- 
actions which  had  taken  place  during  these  years  be- 
tween the  date  of  the  previous  list  and  the  date  of  this 
schedule. 

A  copy  of  this  document  is  annexed,  marked  "Ap- 
pendix B."  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  certain  of  the 
books  and  papers  contained  in  these  lists  or  schedules 
are  not  to  be  found  in  the  possession  of  the  city,  hav- 
ing doubtless  been  lost,  as  too  little  care  was  exercised 
in  the  preservation  of  old  papers  in  the  early  years  of 
the  town.  The  late  John  Howland,  a  man  of  intense 
fondness  for  antiquarian  research  in  Rhode  Island 
history,  often  lamented  the  recklessness  with  which 
the  papers  of  the  early  settlers  of  Rhode  Island  had 
been  destroyed.  "  From  a  quantity  thrown  into  the 
street,  which  he  gathered  up  and  carried  to  his  place 
of  business,  he  recovered  several  original  letters  of 
Roger  Williams,"  a  fact  painfully  illustrating  how  lit- 
tle the  value  of  these  ancient  papers  and  documents 
was  regarded  in  years  gone  by. 

June  6,  1796,  a  committee  was  appointed  for  the 
purpose  of  examining  the  town  records  and  ascertain- 
ing  "  what  record  books  it  may  be  necessary  to  cause 
to  be  transcribed,  indexed  or  otherwise  amended,  and 
that  said  committee  make  report  of  their  proceedings 
herein  at  the  next  town  meeting."  "Appendix  C." 
That  committee  reported  June  23,  1796,  recommend- 
ing that  the  work  be  done,  and  a  resolution  was 
adopted  in  town  meeting  authorizing  it.  "Appendix 
D.''  The  outcome  of  this  action  was  the  Book  of  Tran- 
cripts,  so  called,  which  has  been  used  and  referred  to 
from  that  time  to  this,  in  place  of  the  earliest  books  of 
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record,  except,  perhaps,  by  a  comparative  few  who 
wished  to  examine  the  original  records  themselves. 
This  volume  is  valuable  in  some  respects,  although  its 
accuracy  is  questionable.  Of  it  Judge  Staples  in  his 
"Annals  "  says,  "  It  would  have  been  more  valuable  had 
the  committee  who  superintended  the  work,  and  the 
clerk  who  performed  it,  been  a  little  more  careful  and 
a  little  less  anxious  to  compress  it  in  one  volume." 
The  original  books  from  which  this  transcript  was 
made  remained  in  their  worn  and  mutilated  condition 
for  many  years  without  any  attempt  being  made  to 
have  them  preserved.  The  inaccuracies  of  the  tran- 
script and  the  continued  deterioration  of  the  old  vol- 
umes seems  to  have  become  a  matter  of  serious  con- 
sideration, and  September  ii,  1865,  ^  committee  was 
appointed  by  the  common  council "  to  examine  the  con- 
dition of  the  early  records  of  the  town  of  Providence 
to  the  year  1800;  and  the  committee  was  authorized 
to  employ  a  suitable  person  to  transcribe  and  print  the 
same,  and  to  take  such  measures  as  might  by  them  be 
deemed  expedient  for  a  proper  preservation  of  the 
records,"  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars  being  ap- 
propriated for  this  purpose,  "Appendix  E."  No- 
vember 13th,  of  that  same  year,  a  committee,  slightly 
different  in  its  composition  from  the  previous  one, 
was  appointed  "to  examine  the  early  records  of  the 
town  of  Providence  prior  to  the  year  1800,  and  re- 
port what  in  their  opinion  is  the  best  manner  of  pre- 
serving the  same,  and  in  case  they  may  deem  it 
expedient  to  have  them  printed  to  report  the  probable 
expense  thereof."    "Appendix  F." 

In  May,  1 881,  the  Library  Committee  of  the  Rhode 
Island   Historical  Society,  in   a    communication   to 
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Mayor  William  S.  Hayward,  called  attention  to  the 
damaged  condition  of  the  early  records,  and  urged 
upon  the  city  council  the  importance  of  their  preser- 
vation. In  accordance  with  this  recommendation  a 
resolution  was  approved  June  7,  1881,  authorizing  the 
recorder  of  deeds  "to  cause  the  first  volume  of  the 
records  of  the  town  of  Providence  to  be  suitably  re- 
bound and  the  leaves  to  be  inlaid  in  new  paper,  the 
expense  to  be  paid  from  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated."  "Appendix  G."  In  July, 
1884,  Mayor  Thomas  A.  Doyle  in  a  message  to  the 
city  council,  stated  that  "  By  a  resolution  of  the  city 
council,  approved  June  7,  1881,  the  recorder  of  deeds 
was  authorized  "  to  cause  the  first  volume  of  the  re- 
cords of  the  town  of  Providence  to  be  suitably  re- 
bound and  the  leaves  to  be  inlaid  in  new  paper,  the 
expense  to  be  paid  from  money  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated.  The  work  proposed  in  this 
resolution  has  never  been  accomplished,  and  ver}*  little 
progress  has  been  made  in  regard  to  it."  The  city 
council  again  passed  a  resolution  similar  to  those  that 
had  previously  been  adopted,  instructing  the  "joint 
committee  on  printing  to  inquire  into  the  matter  of 
printing  the  first  four  books  of  the  records  of  the  town 
of  Providence,  with  the  probable  cost  thereof  and  all 
matters  connected  therewith,  and  to  report  thereon  to 
either  branch  of  the  city  council."  "Appendix  H." 
It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  matter  of  preserving  the 
public  records  has  had  consideration  by  the  authori- 
ties, and  their  value  and  importance  have  been  many 
times  acknowledged  by  resolutions,  recommendations 
and  special  messages ;  but  beyond  the  fact  that  a  few 
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of  the  earliest  books  of  record  have  been  repaired 
and  re-bound,  no  step  whatever  has  been,  taken  to- 
wards the  only  safe  means  of  preserving  permanently 
these  priceless  writings  until  the  action  of  the  city 
council  in  March  last,  in  pursuance  of  several  peti- 
tions presented  by  persons  and  societies  interested  in 
this  matten 

The  subject  of  preserving  ancient  records  in  print 
is  one  which  has  received  most  serious  consideration 
by  many  of  the  states,  cities,  towns  and  parishes  in- 
cluded in  the  thirteen  original  colonies.  The  city  of 
Boston,  in  the  year  1875,  appointed  a  commission  for 
this  purpose,  and  upwards  of  twenty  volumes  of  re- 
ports have  been  issued  from  their  hands,  bringing  the 
printed  records  of  that  city  up  to  the  year  1800.  The 
city  of  Worcester  has  also  given  pecuniary  encourage- 
ment to  the  publication  of  their  town  records,  and 
among  the  smaller  towns  and  cities  in  New  England 
having  a  similar  object  in  view,  are  included  Braintree, 
Cambridge,  Danvers,  Fall  River,  Salem,  Amherst, 
Brookline,  Dedham,  and  others  that  either  have  the 
subject  under  consideration,  or  have  already  placed 
their  copies  in  the  printers'  hands. 

The  reason  for  this  care  in  the  preservation  of 
records  will  be  apparent,  even  upon  a  brief  considera- 
tion. In  the  first  place  these  records  are  highly  im- 
portant as  furnishing  evidence  by  deeds,  lay-outs,  wills 
and  many  other  documents  of  the  greatest  conse- 
quence, in  tracing  and  proving  the  ownership  and  de- 
scent of  property,  furnishing  material  for  the  history 
of  the  towns  themselves,  and  preserving  the  records 
of  the  births,  deaths  and  marriages. 
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The  loss  of  this  material,  so  extremely  valuable  if 
not  priceless,  would  be  deplorable,  and  yet  while  in 
many  Instances  these  records  have  withstood  the  rav- 
ages of  time  for  more  than  two  hundred  and  fifty 
years,  they  are  to-day  in  greater  danger  of  destruction 
than  they  were  during  that  period  of  their  existence 
when  they  were  kept  in  the  home  or  shop  of  their  cus- 
todian without  any  unusual  care  on  his  part  to  guard 
their  contents.  In  the  report  of  the  record  commis- 
sioner of  Massachusetts  in  1885,  it  is  stated  that  some 
of  the  public  records  "  have  resisted  decay  for  more 
than  two  hundred  and  fifty  years,  but  it  is  only  too  evi- 
dent their  powers  of  resistance  are  now  in  many  cases 
nearly  at  an  end,  and  that  the  time  is  not  far  distant 
when  these  repords  will  have  entirely  disappeared. 
Perhaps  if  we  had  continued  in  the  simple  ways  of 
our  forefathers,  the  evil  day  might  have  been  still  fur- 
ther postponed." 

With  the  modern  equipments  of  public  offices  has 
come  a  new  danger,  although  remote  yet  still  liable  to 
occur  at  any  moment.  Steam  heat,  gas,  and  electricity 
are  a  constant  source  of  danger  to  public  records. 
Steam  heat  seriously  affects  books  and  papers,  and  the 
danger  of  fire  from  gas  and  electricity  is  not  an  un- 
common one ;  indeed,  the  probate  office  for  the  county 
of  Suffolk,  in  the  city  of  Boston,  has  been  on  fire 
within^  the  past  year  from  electric  wires,  but  happily 
in  the  day  time,  when  it  was  seasonably  discovered. 
Public  records  of  any  character  are  constantly  in  dan- 
ger of  destruction,  and  a  long  list  of  such  casualties 
could  be  enumerated.  All  the  records  in  the  registry 
of  deeds  for  the  county  of  Barnstable,  Mass.,  were 
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destroyed  by  fire  October  22,  i827,and  all  the  probate  • 
records  for  the  county  of  Cumberland,  which  although 
now  in  Maine  was  formerly  a  part  of  Massachusetts, 
were  destroyed  in  the  great  Portland  fire,  July  4, 1866. 

In  our  own  state  the  records  of  all  kinds  of  the 
town  of  North  Kingstown  were  seriously  injured,  if 
indeed,  not  practically  destroyed,  in  the  same  way  in 
1870,  for  their  condition  now  is  such  that  they  are  of 
little  use.  The  old  records  of  Newport  were  so  badly 
damaged  during  the  Revolution  that  they  are  well 
nigh  valueless.  During  the  Indian  war  [1675-6],  the 
records  of  the  town  of  Providence  were  in  imminent 
danger  of  destruction.  An  attack  was  made  on  the 
town  March  30,  1676,  and  thirty  houses  were  de- 
stroyed, one  of  which  says  Staples  "  was  the  house  of 
John  Smith,  the  miller.  Mr.  Smith  was  at  that  time 
town  clerk,  and  the  records  of  the  town  were  then  in 
his  possession.  They  were  thrown  from  his  burning 
house  into  the  mill-pond  to  preserve  them  from  the 
flames,  and  to  the  present  day  they  bear  plenary  evi- 
dence of  the  two-fold  dangers  they  escaped  and  the 
two-fold  injury  they  suffered.  After  they  were  res- 
cued from  the  mill-pond  they  were  carried  to  Newport, 
and  were  not  returned  again  to  Providence  until  after 
the  war  was  at  an  end." 

The  Proprietors'  Records  of  Providence  were  con- 
sumed by  fire  in  1888,  when  the  Aldrich  House  and 
other  adjacent  buildings  in  the  city  of  Providence 
were  burned. 

The  state  of  Maine  has  committed  to  print  their 
early  probate  records,  including  all  the  wills  from  1640 
to  1760,  and  the  deeds  of  York  county,  from  1642  to 
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1699.  The  early  deeds  of  Suffolk  County,  Mass.,  have 
been  similarly  treated.  In  this  connection  is  presented 
the  following  abstract  from  the  report  on  the  dangers 
to  which  public  records  are  exposed  and  the  proper 
method  of  preserving  them,  made  by  the  committee 
of  the  council  of  the  New  England  Historic  Genea- 
logical  Society,  at  the  meeting  of  the  society  held  in 
Boston  Jan.  2,  1889:  "Some  of  our  ancient  towns," 
says  the  report,  "  have  lost  all  their  records  by  fire,  and 
the  same  is  true  of  many  parishes.  Indeed,  the  loss 
from  this  cause  alone  of  town,  county  or  church  record 
is  in  the  aggregate  little  short  of  appalling.  Under 
these  circumstances  it  is  almost  criminal  negligence . 
to  allow  any  book  of  record  to  exist  only  in  a  single 
copy.  Its  life  then  hangs  by  a  single  thread.  Now 
what  is  the  remedy  for  this  state  of  afifairs  ?  It  is  not 
far  to  seek,  but  is  made  manifest  to  every  thinking 
man.  Not  even  the  crumbling  of  the  paper,  the  cor- 
rosion or  fading  of  the  ink,  not  even  a  sweeping  con- 
flagration can  utterly  destroy  records  whose  custo- 
dians have  taken  proper  means  to  preserve  them. 
How  can  this  be  done  ?  In  one  way  only.  Simply 
by  the  multiplication  of  copies.  The  invention  of  the 
art  of  printing  has  made  great  changes  in  the  modem 
world.  In  no  direction  has  the  advance  been  greater 
than  in  this.  Copies,  instead  of  being  made  toilsomely 
and  laboriously  by  hand,  can  now  be  produced  almost 
with  the  quickness  of  thought ;  and  the  great  reduc- 
tion in  the  cost  of  printing  of  late  years  has  placed  it 
in  the  power  of  every  town  and  parish,  however  poor 
and  feeble,  to  put  into  imperishable  form  its  records, 
at  least  the  earliest  of  them.    And  the  work  cannot 
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be  begun  too  soon.  Nor  is  this  all.  The  greater  use 
made  of  stereotyping  now-a-days,  for  even  newspapers 
are  printed  from  stereotype  plates,  has  given  us  ah 
additional  safeguard.  The  printed  volumes,  being 
widely  distributed,  could  not  all  be  destroyed  by  fire, 
and  being  subject  to  diflferent  atmospheric  conditions, 
could  not  all  crumble  to  pieces  at  once.  Some  would 
certainly  survive.  But  even  if  they  should  not,  the 
stereotype  plates  would  remain.  From  them  other 
copies  could  be  printed  at  the  mere  cost  of  press-work 
and  paper.  This  would  forever  set  at  rest  all  fear  of 
a  total  loss  of  records,  a  fate  which  hangs  over  most 
town  and  county  records  to-day. 

"  Where  an  ancient  town  has  remained  intact  from 
its  first  settlement  until  now,  the  necessity  of  preserv- 
ing in  print  records  of  such  great  historical  value  is 
readily  apparent.  Yet  where  other  towns  have  been, 
in  more  modern  times,  set  oflf  from  an  ancient  town, 
the  need  becomes  still  more  evident.  The  safety  of  the 
records  and  the  convenience  of  the  public  alike  require 
it.  Some  towns  have  been  repeatedly  sub-divided. 
In  one  instance  some  seventeen  or  eighteen  towns 
have  been,  in  whole  or  in  part,  formed  from  the  terri- 
tory granted  by  the  general  court  to  the  original  town. 
And  other  instances  equally  striking  can  doubtless 
be  cited.  Although  the  newer  municipalities  have  a 
history  in  common  with  the  older  towns  of  which 
they  once  formed  a  part,  their  records  are  defective, 
inasmuch  as  they  extend  back  only  to  the  time  of  sepa- 
ration, the  books  prior  to  that  date  remaining  in  the 
hands  of  the  clerk  of  the  parent  town.  This  works 
serious  inconvenience.    Matters  are  continually  com- 
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ing  up  which  necessitates  reference  to  the  earlier 
records,  and  they  are  not  at  hand.  Each  new  town 
should  have  a  complete  set  of  the  records,  prior  to 
separation  of  the  original  town  of  which  it  then 
formed  a  part.  They  belong  as  much  to  it  as  to  the 
other.  A  new  town  should  not  be  forced  to  see  such 
invaluable  documents  placed  beyond  its  control  and 
in  the  keeping  of  officials  not  responsible  to  it,  sub- 
jected to  all  the  vicissitudes  and  dangers  which  records 
are  continually  running.  Now  the  art  of  printing 
enables  us  to  obviate  all  these  difficulties.  It  solves 
the  problem  completely.  When  once  the  records  are 
in  type  extra  copies  can  be  had  merely  for  the  cost  of 
press-work  and  paper,  and  each  is  an  exact  duplicate 
of  the  other.  No  cop)rist's  errors  need  be  feared 
where  the  work  is  done  with  such  mechanical  accu- 
racy. A  printed  copy  is  vastly  superior  to  any  manu- 
script copy  that  can  possibly  be  made. 

"  But  it  must  not  for  a  moment  be  supposed  that 
the  people  who  live  in  any  given  town  are  the  only 
persons  interested  in  its  records  or  concerned  for  the 
preservation  of  them.  All  of  our  towns,  both  ancient 
and  modern,  have  contributed  no  small  portion  of 
their  population  to  build  up  and  develop  the  other 
parts  of  our  rapidly  growing  country.  There  is  hardly 
a  remote  corner  of  any  one  of  the  states  and  terri- 
tories of  the  West  where  representatives  of  our  New 
England  families  are  not  to  be  found.  They  naturally 
feel  a  peculiar  pride  in  the  place  of  their  birth,  and  the 
children  of  these  exiles  should  be  encouraged  to  keep 
constantly  in  mind  the  home  of  their  fathers.  The 
publication  of  these  records,   therefore,  interest    a 
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much  larger  number  of  people  than  are  to  be  found 
within  the  limits  of  any  single  town,  and  these  printed 
volumes  reach  more  readers  than  we  can  easily  imag- 
me. 

In  the  preparation  of  the  volume  which  is  herewith 
submitted  and  accompanies  this  report,  the  commis- 
sioners have  devoted  much  personal  attention.  The 
commissioners  met  for  organization  April  25,  1891, 
and  Horatio  Rogers  was  made  chairman,  and  Edward 
Field  secretary.  The  work  authorized  under  the  reso- 
lution was  at  once  commenced,  and  it  was  determined 
that  the  book  known  as  the  "  First  Book  "  should  be 
printed.  This  book  was  evidently  the  first  one  used 
for  records  by  the  early  settlers,  for  in  it  were  recorded 
the  earliest  orders  and  votes  of  the  town  meetings, 
though  it  seems  to  have  been  discarded  for  this  pur- 
pose after  a  time,  and  then  to  have  been  solely  used 
for  the  enrollment  of  deeds,  lay-outs  of  lands  and 
other  instruments. 

The  transcribing  of  this  book  and  the  other  cleri- 
cal work  of  the  commission  were  intrusted  to  Miss 
Huldah  D.  Sheldon,  her  services  in  recording  offices 
for  a  number  of  years  past  peculiarly  fitting  her  for 
the  work  in  hand. 

The  commissioners  desire  to  testify  to  the  interest 
she  has  manifested,  the  care  with  which  she  has  inves- 
tigated the  many  perplexing  questions  involved  in 
copying,  and  to  the  general  excellence  of  the  work 
which  she  has  performed.  The  course  pursued  in 
this  respect  has  been  to  cause  to  be  made  a  manu- 
script copy  of  the  original,  preserving  the  orthogra- 
phy, punctuation,  and  in  fact  every  feature  so  far  as 
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practicable  that  appears  in  connection  with  the  re- 
corded matter  in  the  book.  Upon  the  completion  of  this 
work  the  commissioners  together  examined  the  written 
copy  and  compared  it  with  the  book  called  the  Book  of 
Transcripts,  made  by  order  of  the  town  council  in  the 
year  1800,  as  well  as  with  the  original  record.  The 
proof  sheets  as  received  from  the  printer's  hands  were 
carefully  corrected  from  the  original  record,  or,  where 
such  record  was  defective,  from  the  Book  of  Tran- 
scripts, so  called.  The  pagination  of  the  original  has 
been  preserved  by  placing  each  of  its  page  numbers 
in  a  bold  faced  type,  as  the  leaves  are  now  arranged 
in  the  printed  book,  in  brackets,  in  that  part  of  the 
printed  page  where  each  page  of  the  original  begins ; 
the  pagination  of  the  printed  book,  however,  is  the 
one  referred  to  in  the  index.  The  types  from  which 
the  book  has  been  printed  have  all  been  stereotyped 
for  the  many  advantages  which  are  derived  from  this 
course.  In  the  first  place  fewer  copies  need  be  printed, 
as  subsequent  editions  can  be  struck  oflf  at  any  time 
when  needed,  which  effects  a  saving  in  many  particu- 
lars. The  stereotype  plates  can  be  easily  corrected  if 
errors  are  found,  which  will  obviate  a  list  of  "  errata," 
so  often  met  with  in  publications  of  a  similar  nature. 
Criticism  may  be  directed  towards  the  appearance 
of  the  printed  pages  of  the  volume  submitted,  but 
appearance  was  not  the  end  which  the  commissioners 
sought  to  attain.  It  is  not  within  the  power  of  any 
one  to  decide  which  of  the  several  matters  appearing 
in  old  records  is  of  the  most  value ;  what  may  be  valu- 
able for  a  certain  purpose  to  one  may  be  of  little  or  no 
value  to  another,  and  vice  versa  ;  and  therefore  it  is 
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important  that  each  item,  mark  or  figure  contained  in 
the  original  should  be  reproduced  or  represented. 
Nothing  has  been  omitted  or  garbled,  and  the  recorded 
volume  has  been  as  faithfully  and  accurately  repro- 
duced in  type  as  the  most  painstaking  care  the  com- 
missioners were  possessed  of  would  enable  them  to  do 
it.  The  cost  of  the  books  and  the  amount  of  time 
and  labor  required  for  their  preparation  make  them 
too  valuable  for  an  indiscriminate  distribution.  The 
commissioners  would  recommend  that  they  be  gratui- 
tously distributed  by  a  method  similar  to  that  pursued 
by  the  city  of  Boston.  A  blank  form  of  request  such 
as  is  there  used,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  sub- 
mitted, "Appendix  I,"  might  be  used,  and  such  per- 
sons as  apply  to  a  member  of  the  city  council  or  to  the 
commissioners  should  be  given  a  copy  of  the  book, 
and  their  names  kept  on  record  for  subsequent  vol- 
umes, should  the  city  council  see  fit  to  have  them 
issued. 

Public  libraries  and  similar  institutions  in  this  and 
neighboring  states  should,  of  course,  be  furnished  with 
copies  when  desired.  The  indiscriminate  free  distri- 
bution of  public  documents,  too  often  pursued,  wastes 
many  copies,  for  experience  has  shown  that  in  a  short 
time  the  book  thus  distributed  is  considered  of  little 
value,  and  sooner  or  later  is  thrown  aside  and  finds  its 
way  into  the  junk  shop  and  the  pulp  mill.  The  course 
adopted  by  the  city  of  Boston  has  been  found  to  work 
w?ll,  and  the  commissioners  are  informed  that  their 
volumes  have  seldom  been  found  out  of  the  hands  of 
those  who  received  them  or  of  those  who  were  enti- 
tled to  them. 
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The  commissioners  have  examined  the  ancient 
books,  papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  town  of 
Providence  in  the  possession  of  the  city,  and  submit 
a  statement  of  their  number,  kind  and  condition, 
which  is  as  follows : 

1.  The  First  Book  town  of  Providence. 

2.  The  Old  Burnt  Book  or  Book  with  the  Brass 
Clasps. 

3.  An  ancient  book  of  miscellaneous  records  in 
two  volumes  as  now  arranged. 

These  volumes  are  included  in  the  Book  of  Tran- 
scripts, heretofore  referred  to,  inaccurately  transcribed 
and  unreliable,  and  contain  all  of  the  earliest  meas- 
ures adopted  by  the  town,  besides  a  vast  amount  of 
information  of  the  greatest  value.  By  authority  of 
the  city  council  they  have  been  bound  and  inlaid  in 
heavy  paper,  and  are  now  in  the  custody  of  the  re- 
corder of  deeds. 

Vol.  I.  Town  Council  Records,  1692-1714,  con- 
taining seventy-two  pages. 

Vol.  2.  Town  Council  Records,  171 5-1 732,  con- 
taining seventy-eight  pages. 

Vol.  I.  Town  Meeting  Records,  1692-17 15,  con- 
taining one  hundred  and  two  pages. 

Vol.  2.  Town  Meeting  Records,  1716-1721,  con- 
taining sixty-two  pages. 

These  volumes  are  rapidly  becoming  worn  and  mu- 
tilated, the  edges  of  the  leaves  being  broken  and  torn 
by  handling  for  many  years,  and  each  day  only  adds  to 
their  liability  to  destruction.  Save  the  fact  that  they 
were  cheaply  bound  many  years  ago,  nothing  has  ever 
been  done  to  preserve  them. 
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Will  Book  I  [so  called,]  1670-1716,  containing  two 
hundred  and  eighty  pages. 

This  book  is  in  the  custody  of  the  clerk  of  the  Mu- 
nicipal Court,  and  is  the  first  book  now  known  to  be 
in  existence  which  was  particularly  used  for  recording 
documents  relating  to  the  estates  of  the  first  inhabi- 
tants of  the  town.  There  was  a  book  of  an  earlier 
date  than  this,  and  it  is  mentioned  in  the  schedule  of 
1678  "Appendix  A,"  but  as  no  reference  is  made  to  it 
in  the  schedule  of  1755  "Appendix  B,"  the  book  was 
evidently  lost  or  destroyed  between  those  dates.  This 
book  has  been  repaired  from  time  to  time,  and  is  in  as 
good  condition  as  these  many  years  of  usage  would 
leave  it. 

In  addition  to  the  books  of  record,  there  are  stored 
in  cupboards  in  a  room  in  the  city  hall  a  large  num- 
ber of  papers  and  documents,  tied  up  in  bundles  and 
partly  classified,  dating  back  as  far  as  1678.  These  pa- 
pers contain  information  of  great  value,  which  would 
be  gladly  welcomed  by  our  citizens  could  they  be 
privileged  to  examine  their  contents.  Included  in 
these  papers  are  depositions,  indentures,  documents 
relating  to  the  Revolutionary  war,  tax-lists,  a  mass  of 
records  relating  to  the  colonial  monetary  system,  and 
many  other  varieties  of  records  too  numerous  to  par- 
ticularize. 

The  effort  to  preserve  ancient  records  already  ex- 
isting in  their  proper  depositories  should  not  be  the 
sole  aim  of  a  commission  of  this  kind.  There  are 
torday  stored  and  packed  away  in  attics,  old  chests, 
trunks  and  boxes,  papers  and  documents  as  valuable 
as  the  old  records  themselves,  which  shed  light  on  the 
history    and   development  of    this    town   and    city. 
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These  are  not  particularly  valued  by  those  in  whose 
hands  they  are,  but  if  it  were  known  that  there  was 
competent  authority  to  exercise  a  watchful  care  over 
such  matters,  the  present  owners  and  custodians 
would  often  gladly  transfer  them  to  such  an  authority 
that  they  might  forever  be  secure  against  destruction. 
Indeed,  the  influence  of  this  commission  has  already 
been  felt  in  this  respect,  and  there  have  been  placed 
in  their  hands  a  number  of  original  documents  and 
papers  bearing  date  from  1642  to  1774,  consisting  of 
wills,  deeds,  agreements  and  other  writings  which  have 
been  handed  down  through  six  generations  to  the 
present  donor.  Miss  Ann  Elizabeth  Arnold,  of  Paw- 
tuxet.  Such  gifts  as  these  add  additional  links  to  the 
chain  of  evidence  which  surround  our  early  history, 
and  appreciation  should  insure  their  careful  preserva- 
tion and  perpetuation. 

In  consideration  of  the  value  of  the  papers,  books 
and  documents  herein  referred  to,  and  after  giving 
the  subject  attentive  investigation,  the  commissioners 
would  make  the  following  recommendations:  That 
the  work  already  inaugurated  be  continued  until  the 
early  records  of  Providence  are  placed  beyond  the 
possibility  of  destruction.  A  small  appropriation 
from  time  to  time  will  accomplish  this  object,  and  the 
cost  to  the  city  will  hardly  be  apparent.  The  amount 
required  for  the  whole  work  cannot  be  satisfactorily 
estimated,  but  by  pursuing  the  course  herein  recom- 
mended the  city  council  will  be  infornied  of  the  cost 
and  nature  of  the  work  from  time  to  time  as  it  pro- 
gresses, and  can  continue  or  discontinue  the  same  in 
its  discretion. 
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The  commissioners  herewith  present  a  statement  of 
the  expenditures  made  from  the  appropriation  placed 
at  their  disposal  by  the  aforegoing  resolution  of  the 
city  council :

A  communication  from  the  library  committee  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Historical  Society,  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith 
transmitted,  calls  attention  to  the  condition  of  a  most  valua- 
ble relic  of  the  early  days  of  the  town  of  Providence,  the 
the  loss  of  which  would  be  greatly  deplored  by  all. 
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The  damaged  state  of  these  recordsi  the  natural  result  of 
age  and  former  usage,  is  such  as  to  justify  the  desire  of  the 
Historical  Society,  that  more  than  ordinary  pains  be  taken 
to  restore  so  far  as  possible,  and  preserve  them  for  future 
generations.  I  therefore  recommend  the  passage  of  the  ac- 
companying resolution.

COMMUNICATION. 

Providence,  May  2,  1881. 
To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Providence  ; 

Sir  :  The  library  committee  of  the  Rhode  Island  Histori- 
cal Society  having  recently  learned  of  the  condition  of  the 
earliest  book  of  records  of  the  town  of  Providence,  feel  it 
to  be  their  duty  to  call  your  attention  to  its  character  and 
condition,  and  to  state  what  in  their  judgment  is  necessary 
to  be  done  in  order  to  preserve  it.  This  book  contains,  be- 
side its  records  of  titles  and  tranfers  of  real  estate,  the  origi- 
nal agreement  under  which  the  second  comers  to  the 
settlement  joined  the  first  proprietors  and  were  by  them  ad- 
mitted to  become  inhabitants.  It  was  the  establishment  of  a 
government,  a  pure  democracy,  wherein  men  bound  them- 
selves to  be  obedient  to  the  majority  of  masters  of  families 
only  in  civil  things.  The  entire  separation  of  church  from 
state  was  made,  and  perfect  religious  liberty  guaranteed. 
This  document,  written  by  the  hand  of  Roger  Williams,  the 
founder  of  this  state,  stands  at  the  top  of  the  first  page  of 
this  book  and  bears  the  signatures  of  thirteen  of  the  second 
comers. 

As  to  its  present  condition,  it  is  entirely  removed  from  its 
binding,  it  now  having  no  covers  whatever.  Its  leaves  are  mis- 
placed, ragged  and  torn.  Its  first  and  most  valuable  leaf  is 
torn  entirely  asunder.  The  name  of  one  of  the  signers 
has  been  torn  apart,  and  is  now  illegible,  and  some  words 
have  been  torn  from  the  edges  in  sundry  places. 
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It  has  seemed  to  us  that  unless  immediate  measures  are 
taken  to  preserve  this  unique  and  precious  volume  from  fur- 
ther ruin,  that  it  will  soon  be  among  the  things  of  the  past. 
Hereon  Roger  Williams,  with  his  own  hand,  wrote  the  doc- 
trine of  religious  liberty,  a  principle  which  has  since  become 
the  corner-stone  of  every  civilized  government  on  earth,  but 
which,  when  he  wrote  it,  was  a  thing  unknown  to  men. 
This,  we  say,  deserves  preservation  at  our  hands. 

Our  remedy  is,  that  each  of  these  precious  leaves  be  inlaid 
in  paper  of  the  strongest  and  most  durable  texture  by  a 
workman  cunning  in  this  art,  of  whom  there  are  several  in 
this  country.  Every  irregular  edge  and  every  letter  to  be 
carefully  preserved  as  now,  and  then  that  the  volume  be 
strongly,  even  elegantly  bound.  This  can  all  be  done  with- 
out removing  the  volume  from  the  city  hall,  where  it  now  is, 
to  be  kept  over  night,  and  at  a  cost  which  is  small  as  com- 
pared to  the  intrinsic  worth  of  the  precious  relic. 

Thus  will  be  preserved  to  our  remotest  posterity  this  me- 
mento of  the  wisdom  and  foresight  of  our  ancestors.

No.  352.     Message  of  the  Mayor  relative  to  Printing  the  first 

four  Records  of  the  Town  of  Providence. 

[Presented  July  2,  1884.] 

City  of  Providence, 
Executive  Department,  City  Hall, 
July  2,  1884. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council  : 

By  a  resolution  of  the  city  council,  approved  June  7,  1881, 
the  recorder  of  deeds  was  authorized  "  to  cause  the  first  vol- 
ume of  the  records  of  the  town  of  Providence  to  be  suitably 
re-bound  and  the  leaves  to  be  inlaid  in  new  paper,  the  ex- 
pense  to  be  paid  from  money  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise 
appropriated." 

The  work  proposed  in  the  resolution  has  never  been  ac- 
complished, and  very  little  progress  has  been  made  in  regards 
to  it.  Some  other  course  must  be  adopted  in  order  to  pre- 
serve the  record  contained,  not  only  in  the  first  book,  but  in 
three  other  books,  two  of  which  are  in  the  office  of  the  re- 
corder of  deeds,  and  one  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the 
municipal  court. 

The  work  of  preserving,  by  printing,  the  early  records  of 
Suffolk  county,  Massachusetts,  has  been  for  some  time  in 
progress,  and  I  recommend  that  a  similar  course  be  pursued 
in  regard  to  the  first  four  books  of  the  records  of  the  town  of 
Providence. 

I  therefore  suggest  that  this  matter,  the  importance  of 
which  to  future  generations  can  hardly  be  estimated,  be  re- 
ferred to  the  committee  on  printing,  to  inquire  into  and 
report  thereon.

To  THE  Honorable  the  City  Council  of  the 
City  of  Providence. 

Gentlemen:  The  Record  Commissioners  in  their 
first  report  to  your  honorable  body  presented  a  brief 
review  of  the  action  taken  by  the  town  from  time  to 
time  towards  the  preservation  of  its  ancient  records, 
wherein  they  expressed  themselves  as  follows: 

"The  earliest  effort  in  this  direction  was  made 
Aug.  12,  1678,  when  Daniel  Abbott  was  elected  town 
clerk,  to  succeed  John  Whipple,  Jr.  At  this  time 
Roger  Williams  and  Daniel  Abbott  were  appointed  a 
committee  '  to  take  a  list  of  what  they  received,  and 
to  give  to  ye  sayd  John  Whipple  a  cleare  and  full 
discharge  for  the  same.'  This  action  was  taken 
shortly  after  the  Indian  war  [1675-76]  when  the  town 
suffered  so  severely  from  its  effects,  and  when  the 
records  passed  through  a  severe  ordeal." 

When  the  Commissioners  made  that  statement 
their  investigation  of  original  papers  had  not  extended 
beyond  those  in  the  possession  of  the  city;  and  the 
official  list  of  books  and  papers,  which  is  printed  in 
Vol.  7,  of  the  Collections  of  the  Rhode  Island  Histor- 
ical Society,  at  page  103,  was  taken  to  be  the  earliest 
reference  to  the  collective  records  of  the  town,  an 
inference  encouraged  by  the  fact  that  no  earlier  list 
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was  then  known  to  be  in  existence.  Since  then,  how- 
ever, an  examination  by  the  Commissioners  of  the 
manuscripts  in  the  custody  of  the  Historical  Society 
has  resulted  in  most  valuable  and  interesting  revela- 
tions. In  a  volume  of  manuscripts,  entitled  "  Papers 
Relating  to  Providence,''  at  page  54,  was  found  the 
record  of  a  town  meeting  held  April  27,  1676,  at 
which  it  was  "  Voted  y«  Towne  Books  &  Records 
(saved  by  Gods  merifuU  Providence  (from  fire  & 
water)  now  brought  by  him  from  Newport)  should 
be  in  his  hand  a  while  &  fower  Men)  who  had  bene 
Towne  Clarks:)  Tho:  Olny  jun  Shadrach  Manton 
John  Whiple  jun' ,  &  John  Smith  Miller  should  view 
&  search  y^  Papers,  what  is  wanting  or  lost,  &  make 
report  to  y^  Towne  y«  next  quarter  day.'' 

Whether  the  committee  appointed  under  this  reso- 
lution ever  reported  is  not  positively  known,  but  it  is 
presumed  that  it  did  not,  for  in  the  same  volume,  at 
page  28,  is  "  A  List  of  Papers  deliuered  to  John 
Whiple  jun*"  chosen  Towne  Clark  by  Roger  Willjams 
former  Town  Clark"  dated  "Pro:  4  4.  77  socald" 
(being  an  abbreviation  of  Providence,  June  4,  1677, 
for  it  will  be  remembered  that  at  that  time  March  was 
the  first  month  of  the  year,)  post^  Appendix  A,  and  on 
page  29  of  the  same  volume  appears  a  report  made 
October  27,  1677,  by  a  committee  appointed  on  that 
same  fourth  day  of  June,  the  heading  of  which  report 
best  indicates  the  character  and  purpose  of  the  com- 
mittee making  it.  The  report  begins  in  this  wise: 
"  ffor  as  much  as  the  Towne  of  prouidence  did  at  a 
Towne  meting  of  Election  held  upon  the  4^*  day  of 
June  1677  order  and  Appoynt  Capt  Arthur  ffenner 
and  John  Whipple  Junr:  to  vewe  all  the  Books  and 
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writings  which  belong  to  y®  sd  Towne  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  s**  ffenner,  and  to  see  in  what  Condito 
they  are  and  to  take  a  list  of  them,  they  both  Signeing 
to  the  saydlist:  The  which  we  have  done  as  ffoUow- 
eth,Vizit" 

The  report,  which  is  quite  minute  and  is  full  of  in- 
terest, together  with  the  list  just  referred  to  in  this 
connection,  is  printed  in  full,  post^  Appendix  B. 

There  has  also  come  to  light  in  the  same  volume, 
page  88,  a  list  of  books  and  papers  transferred  June  6, 
1758,  from  Nicholas  Tillinghast,  late  town  clerk,  to 
James  Angell,  then  town  clerk,  by  a  committee 
appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  which  list  may  be 
found  j>ost^  Appendix  C.  These  lists  are  valuable  in 
tracing  the  various  records  now  remaining,  and  in 
aiding  to  determine  the  time  when  those  now  missing 
were  lost. 

The  first  report  presented  by  this  Commission  to 
your  honorable  body  relative  to  the  records  of  the 
Town  of  Providence,  dealt  particularly  with  the 
record  books  now  remaining  in  the  custody  of  the 
several  departments  of  the  city.  In  connection  with 
these,  however,  the  Commissioners  stated :  "  In  addi- 
tion to  the  books  of  record  there  are  stored  in  cup- 
boards in  a  room  in  the  City  Hall  a  large  number  of 
papers  and  documents,  tied  up  in  bundles  and  partly 
classified,  dating  back  as  far  as  1678.  These  papers 
contain  information  of  great  value,  which  would  be 
gladly  welcomed  by  our  citizens,  could  they  be 
privileged  to  examine  their  contents.  Included  in  these 
papers  are  depositions,  indentures,  documents  relating 
to  the  Revolutionary  War,  tax  lists,  a  mass  of  records 
relating  to  the  colonial  monetary  system,  and  many 
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other  varieties  of  records  too  numerous  to  particular- 
ize." With  the  appropriation  made  by  the  City 
Council  for  the  continuation  of  the  printing  and 
collecting  the  early  records  of  Providence,  the  Com- 
missioners have  been  enabled  to  devote  some  attention 
to  these  papers.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  attention 
could  not  have  been  turned  in  this  direction  years 
ago,  for  without  doubt  many  valuable  writings  have 
been  lost  for  lack  of  care. 

These  papers  are  the  original  documents  concern- 
ing the  business  transacted  by  the  town,  and  it  is 
fortunate,  considering  the  vicissitudes  through  which 
they  have  passed,  that  so  many  have  been  preserved. 
It  is  reasonable  to  believe  that  with  almost  the  first 
gathering  of  the  early  settlers  in  town  meeting  there 
must  have  been  more  or  less  petitions,  bills  and  other 
writings,  presented  for  consideration;  but  from  the 
founding  of  Providence  in  1636,  down  to  the  year 
1675,  no  papers  or  documents,  other  than  record 
books,  relating  to  town  affairs  are  to  be  found  in  the 
possession  of  the  city.  It  was  in  this  latter  year  that 
the  Indian  War  occurred,  and  the  preservation  of  the 
record  books  and  some  few  other  writings  during 
that  troublous  period  was  accomplished  with  diffi- 
culty. The  earliest  paper  in  date  found  by  the 
Commissioners  in  the  collection  is  a  particularly 
important  one,  it  bearing  date  during  the  year  in 
which  Staples  says  that  Roger  Williams  was  Town 
Clerk,  and  on  it  appears  his  signature  in  that  capacity. 
It  is  the  only  writing  of  any  character  in  the  posses- 
sion of  the  city,  to  which  his  name  is  attached 
officially  as  Town  Clerk. 

Very  few  papers  bearing  date  prior  to  the  middle 
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of  the  eighteenth  century  remain,  and  it  is  not  until 
the  years  succeeding  the  Revolutionary  War  that  any 
considerable  number  have  been  found. 

Reference  has  already  been  made  to  the  devastat- 
ing effect  of  the  Indian  War  of  1675  upon  the 
records  and  documentary  possessions  of  the  town, 
and  the  danger  to  which  they  were  exposed  during 
the  Revolution  is  evidenced  by  papers  that  have  been 
preserved,  wherein  it  appears  that  in  December,  1776, 
the  records  were  gathered  together  and  transported 
to  the  home  of  Col.  John  Waterman,  in  Johnston,  by 
Amos  Chaff e,  where  they  remained  ^^ near  two  years" 
before  they  were  returned  to  the  town.  The  removal 
to  Johnston  was  made  by  order  of  the  Governor  when 
the  British  army  occupied  a  portion  of  the  colony. 
See  fost^  Appendix  D. 

Previous  to  the  erection  of  the  market  house  in 
1773,  there  was  no  regular  depository  for  the  records 
of  the  town,  and  they  were  kept  in  the  store  or  house 
of  the  Town  Clerk  for  the  time  being.  It  was  not  until 
the  latter  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  that  even  a 
Town  Clerk's  office  was  provided  by  the  town  for  the 
deposit  of  its  records  and  the  dispatch  of  its  business. 

Work  on  the  market  house  was  begun  May  24, 
1773,  ^^d  upon  its  completion  a  Town  Clerk's  office 
was  regularly  established  there,  Theodore  Foster,  who 
was  Town  Clerk  from  1775  to  1787,  being  the  first 
occupant  of  the  new  quarters.  In  that  building,  as 
originally  constructed  and  as  subsequently  altered,  the 
records  of  town  and  city  remained  for  more  than  a 
century,  accumulating  year  by  year;  the  older  docu- 
ments as  crowded  out  by  more  recent  ones  being 
stored  in  the  attic,  sometimes  packed  away  in  cup- 
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boards  and  on  shelves,  and  sometimes  scattered  loosely 
and  carelessly  about  the  floor,  neglected,  forgotten,  and 
inaccessible  for  ready  reference.  In  1878,  when  the 
present  City  Hall  was  ready  for  occupancy,  these  old 
papers  were  gathered  together  in  boxes  and  stored 
away  in  cupboards,  in  a  room  on  the  upper  floor  of  that 
building. 

The  most  cursory  examination  makes  it  painfully 
apparent  that  very  many  documents  of  inestimable 
value  must  have  been  lost  or  destroyed,  and  it  is  not 
much  to  be  wondered  at  when  one  considers  the  usage 
they  received  and  the  neglect  they  suffered,  an  illus- 
tration of  which  is  afforded  by  the  fact  that  when  the 
Commissioners  assumed  charge  of  them  a  muster  roll, 
of  Col.  Israel  Angelas  Second  Rhode  Island  Regiment 
in  the  Revolution,  containing  the  names  of  upwards 
of  two  hundred  and  fifty  soldiers,  was  found  doing 
duty  as  a  wrapper  for  a  bundle  of  well-nigh  useless 
papers. 

The  following  extract  from  the  Fourth  Report  of 
Robert  T.  Swan,  Esq.,  Record  Commissioner  of 
Massachusetts,  "  on  the  Custody  and  Condition  of  the 
Public  Records,"  is  little  less  applicable  in  its  general 
features  if  not  in  its  details,  to  the  towns  and  cities  of 
Rhode  Island  than  to  those  of  our  adjoining  com- 
monwealth. He  says:  "During  the  high  price  of 
paper  in  the  late  war  many  public  papers  were  sent 
to  the  paper  mills,  some  going  directly  from  public 
oflSces.  At  that  time  an  agent  for  persons  in  England 
made  a  tour  of  the  towns  within  a  radius  of  ten  or  fif- 
teen miles  of  Fitchburg,  and  bought  all  the  old  papers 
which  could  be  obtained  from  any  source.  These 
were  carried  to  Fitchburg,  and  such  as  were  wanted 
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were  preserved  and  probably  sent  to  England;  the 
others,  which  aggregated  many  tons,  were  sent  to  the 
mills." 

"  In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  selling  of  papers  was 
so  general,  and  that  provision  for  the  safety  of  the 
files  had  seldom  been  made,  it  is  surprising  to  find  in 
some  cities  and  towns  so  many  which  have  been 
preserved.  Occasionally  these  are  bundled  up  and 
labelled,  and  very  occasionally  kept  in  vaults;  but 
more  often  they  are  in  old  chests  or  trunks,  which 
contain  also  some  old  record  books,  and  until  very 
recently  contained  all.  Among  these  papers  are 
valuation  lists,  unrecorded  reports  of  committees, 
maps,  plans,  etc.,  of  a  value  which  cannot  be  estimated 
until  they  are  needed."  *  *  *  * 

"  Occasionally  a  town  has  realized  the  importance 
of  its  records  and  papers  and  has  authorized  some  one 
to  put  them  in  order.  In  1842,  Lewis  Bradford,  who 
had  been  for  many  years  town  clerk  of  Plympton,  by 
vote  of  the  town,  put  in  order  all  the  records  and 
papers  which  could  be  found.  He  made  an  index  of 
them  at  the  time,  and  in  one  book  containing  tax-lists 
made  the  following  note,  the  concluding  part  of  which 
holds  good  to-day:  ^The  Assessors  might  have 
sewed  their  pamphlets  of  Assessments  with  twine, 
and  yearly  fastened  them  together  as  in  this  Book; 
and  in  that  way  their  assessments  might  have  been 
preserved  in  good  order,  and  been  much  less  liable  to 
embezzlement.  Some  town  officers  are  Do  for  the 
Present  persons,  or  Do  littles  and  do  so  little  that  in 
after  times  some  of  their  doings  are  rather  unintelli- 
gible.' " 

"  Afew  towns  are  by  special  vote  now  having  papers 
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examined  and  arranged,  and  have  collected  from 
private  sources  public  papers  of  value."  *  *  * 

"The  temptation  to  retain  papers  belonging  in 
public  custody,  or  to  pilfer  from  the  files  in  the  public 
offices,  is  increased  by  the  auction  sales,  where  papers, 
which  are  the  property  of  the  State  or  of  cities  and 
towns,  are  boldly  advertised  and  sold.  At  a  sale  in 
New  York,  in  1876,  a  record  of  births  in  Middle- 
borough,  from  1 7 14  to  1730,  and  some  of  the  records, 
of  the  treasurer  of  Hanover,  were  sold.  Fifty-three 
pages  of  the  record  of  the  trial  of  Hugh  Parsons  of 
Springfield,  on  a  charge  of  witchcraft,  before  Mr. 
Pynchon,  said  to  have  been  torn  from  the  records, 
were  sold  at  the  same  sale.  A  large  collection  of 
papers  advertised  as  '  Official  Papers  of  the  Provin- 
cial Congress  of  Massachusetts  at  the  most  interesting 
and  important  portion  of  its  deliberations, —  the 
period  preceding  Lexington  and  Bunker  Hill,'  were 
advertised  to  be  sold  in  Boston,  but  were  replevined 
by  the  Commonwealth.  At  the  first  sale  of  the 
Leffingwell  collection  of  papers,  recently  held  in 
Boston,  the  city  of  Boston  purchased  forty-four  lots 
at  a  cost  of  nearly  one  thousand  dollars,  nearly  every 
one  of  which  was  once  the  property  of  the  city.  At 
the  second  sale,  fifty-two  lots  of  papers  belonging  to 
the  Commonwealth  were  sold.  It  may  be  that,  to 
secure  such  papers  that  are  out  of  proper  custody, 
there  is  no  remedy  except  to  purchase  them;  but  more 
stringent  measures  should  be  taken  to  prevent  the  loss 
of  others,  and  the  penalty  attached  to  the  offence 
should  be  sufficient  to  act  as  a  menace." 

It  is  not  unreasonable  to  believe  that  these  same 
conditions  have  surrounded  the  records  of  the  town 
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of  Providence,  and  that  many  valuable  papers  and 
documents  have  been  abstracted  from  the  files  or  have 
been  destroyed  as  valueless.  The  following  quotation 
from  the  ^^  Magazine  of  New  England  History,''  for 
January,  1892,  affords  an  apt  illustration  of  the  dangers 
from  purloiners  to  which  public  records  are  subject: 

"  About  twenty  years  ago,  the  officials  of  Gorham, 
Maine,  discovered  that  the  first  volume,  containing 
the  earliest  records,  1764  to  18 15,  was  missing.  Every 
effort  was  made  by  individual  search,  and  the  town 
offered  a  liberal  reward  for  the  return  of  the  lost 
records,  but  without  success.  Recently  the  volume 
was  returned.  The  simple  fact  that  it  came  from 
Boston  is  all  that  is  known  of  its  recovery.  With 
the  missing  volume  came  two  others,  containing 
records  of  marriages,  births  and  deaths  of  the  town 
from  1764  to  1822.  It  is  not  stated  that  the  loss  of 
the  last-mentioned  volume  was  known,  but  it  certainly 
shows  carelessness  on  the  part  of  some  one.  It  is 
hoped  that  all  of  our  New  England  towns  will  provide 
means  for  printing  their  old  records  and  thus  prevent 
the  loss  which  sooner  or  later  overtakes  uncared  for 
papers  of  this  class." 

The  papers  still  remaining  are  often  of  great  value 
in  ascertaining  the  circumstances  which  surround 
certain  recorded  acts  of  the  town,  and  in  many  cases 
they  are  the  only  evidences  found  of  important  occur- 
rences. 

An  interesting  illustration  of  this  in  connection  with 
the  will  of  William  Harris,  is  introduced  here,  to 
show  the  condition  under  which  that  instrument  was 
admitted  to  probate,  and  as  an  example  of  the  quaint 
and  simple  style  of  expression  of  the  times. 
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The  will  of  William  Harris  was  preferred  for 
probate  January  24,  1681,  [Will  Book  i,  page  23] 
and  beyond  the  fact  that  "  it  being  demanded  of 
Andrew  Harris  whether  he  would  accept  of  his 
exsecutorshipp  &  execute  his  fathers  will  according 
as  his  father  appoynted  in  his  will,  the  said  Andrew 
his  answer  was,  that  he  will  not  meddle  at  all  with 
any  of  his  ffathers  estate  as  executor'',  there  is  no 
recorded  evidence  that  the  will  awakened  any  more 
dissatisfaction  than  might  be  inferred  from  this  refusal; 
but  an  original  document,  'posty  Appendix  E,  now  just 
brought  to  light,  gives  an  insight  into  the  family 
relations  and  will  be  of  interest  to  those  who  have 
made  a  study  of  this  prominent  figure  in  the  early 
days  of  the  colony. 

The  Commissioners  having  made  a  personal  exami- 
nation of  these  old  papers  referred  to,  decided  to  enter 
at  once  upon  a  systematic  method  of  putting  them  in 
such  order  and  condition  as  would  insure  their  preser- 
vation and  accessibility  for  practical  use.  They  also 
caused  the  attic  or  upper  part  of  the  old  city,  or 
market,  building  to  be  thoroughly  examined,  to  see 
if  by  any  chance  any  papers  or  documents  still 
remained,  and  in  this  work  they  were  kindly  assisted 
by  Mr.  Freeman  P.  Little,  Secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Trade,  which  board  are  the  present  lessees  of  the 
building;  but,  beyond  a  few  valueless  scraps,  nothing 
was  found.  In  entering  upon  the  work  of  repairing 
these  papers  and  putting  them  in  the  best  possible 
condition  for  use  and  preservation,  the  Commissioners 
were  fortunate  in  having  the  assistance  of  John  Noble, 
Esq.,  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Suffolk 
County,  Massachusetts,  and  of  William  P.  Upham, 
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Esq.,  attorney-at-law,  of  Newtonville,  Massachusetts, 
under  whose  supervision  upwards  of  250,000  papers 
have  been  treated  for  the  City  of  Boston,  for 
which  purpose  the  sum  of  thirty  thousand  dollars 
has  been  appropriated  by  that   municipality. 

These  gentlemen  made  it  possible  for  the  Com- 
missioners to  secure  the  services  of  Miss  Lizzie 
H.  Goldthwaite,  of  Danvers,  Massachusetts,  an 
expert  in  the  delicate  work  of  repairing  old  doc- 
uments, so  that  the  Commissioners  were  enabled 
to  embark  in  the  work  with  all  the  knowledge  and 
skill  that  years  of  experience  had  effected.  It 
is  proposed  that  the  first  series  of  papers  shall 
include  all  from  the  earliest  period  down  to  the 
close  of  the  year  1799,  with  the  exception  of  records 
of  Justices'  Courts. 

The  papers  are  being  arranged  chronologically,  and 
where  more  than  one  date  appears  the  latest  is 
invariably  taken  as  the  date  of  the  paper.  As  they 
have  been  folded  up  and  so  remained  for  many  years, 
a  large  portion  of  them  are  much  worn  in  the  creases 
and  otherwise  dilapidated.  Each  paper  is  carefully 
repaired,  pressed,  stamped  as  the  property  of  the  city, 
and  finally  mounted  in  large  books  made  specially  for 
the  purpose,  so  that  they  can  be  most  conveniently 
used  by  those  having  occasion  to  refer  to  them  with 
the  least  possible  wear  or  injury  to  the  papers  them- 
selves. Unfortunately,  valuable  manuscripts  present 
to  many  persons  a  peculiar  temptation  to  pilfer  them, 
and  so  the  commissioners,  in  order  to  preserve  these 
documents,  have  had  a  small  and  neat  stamp  made 
with  w:hich  each  paper  is  impressed,  showing  it  to  be 
the  property  of  the  city,  and  offering  ready  means  of 
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identification.  The  stamp  is  so  small  as  to  cause  no 
disfigurement,  and  it  is  believed  will  prove  an  effectual 
safeguard  against  larceny.  At  the  end  of  each  book 
is  a  certificate  giving  a  general  statement  of  the  papers 
contained  therein,  signed  by  the  Commissioners. 

In  the  preparation  of  these  papers  thus  far,  the  time 
of  two  assistants  has  been  given  entirely  to  this  work, 
while  that  of  one  assistant  has  been  devoted  to  it  for 
about  four  months. 

It  is  estimated  that  this  series  will  contain  upwards 
of  15,000  papers,  and  to  make  them  as  available  as 
possible  it  is  proposed  to  thoroughly  index  the  volumes 
so  that  the  contents  thereof  may  be  easily  ascertain- 
able, and  already  much  progress  has  been  made  in 
this  work. 

That  the  collection  includes  papers  of  great  value 
and  throws  light  on  many  interesting  events  in  the 
history  of  the  town,  will  appear  from  the  statement 
that  among  them  are  found  papers  relating  to  the 
yellow  fever  epidemic,  the  small-pox  epidemics,  the 
building  of  the  market  house,  the  binding  of  appren- 
tices, enlistments  and  the  purchase  of  arms,  the 
building  of  fortifications  and  beacon,  the  payment  of 
bounties  during  the  Revolutionary  War,  and  bills  on 
account  of  the  poor  of  the  town. 

In  pursuing  investigation  relative  to  the  ancient 
records,  the  Commissioners  have  examined  several 
volumes  of  manuscripts  in  the  collections  of  the 
Rhode  Island  Historical  Society,  and  have  found 
many  writings  which  doubtless  were  once  the  prop- 
erty of  the  town.  Indeed  a  number  of  pages  of  the 
records  of  the  Town  Meetings  are  there  preserved, 
which  would  fill  gaps  occurring  in  the  volumes  now 
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in  the  city's  possession.  These  papers  are  a  part  of  the 
"  Foster  Papers,"  so  called,  and  "  Rhode  Island  Man- 
uscripts." Included  in  the  Society's  collections  are 
three  pages  of  the  "First  Book  of  the  Town  of 
Providence,"  two  of  which  do  not  appear  in  the 
printed  copy  of  that  book,  and  one  of  which  contains 
a  brief  reference  to  a  meeting  of  the  early  settlers 
held  "third  month  13  die,  1639."  These  pages  have 
been  printed  in  the  appendix  to  the  second  volume  of 
the  Early  Records. 

The  Library  Committee  of  the  Historical  Society 
has  afforded  all  possible  aid  to  the  Commissioners  in 
permitting  them  to  have  the  use  of  the  books  of 
manuscripts  for  examination  and  for  the  purpose  of 
making  abstracts  therefrom,  in  which  work  the  Hon. 
Amos  Perry,  Secretary  and  Librarian  of  the  Society, 
has  materially  assisted. 

The  student  of  Rhode  Island  history  cannot  fail  to 
find  new  and  interesting  fields  for  investigation  in  these 
papers,  as  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been  stored 
away  for  so  many  years  has  made  the  information 
contained  in  them  hitherto  unavailable. 

As  before  stated,  the  series  of  papers  which  the 
Commissioners  are  now  engaged  in  arranging,  termi- 
nates with  the  year  1799,  and  includes  but  a  small 
part  of  those  still  stored  away  in  the  cupboards  on 
the  upper  floor  of  the  City  Hall,  from  which  this  first 
series  is  made  up,  and  it  would  be  wise  to  continue 
the  work  of  classifying  and  arranging  to  all  papers 
prior  to  the  date  of  the  incorporation  of  the  city  in 
1832,  since  which  time  the  records  have  been  care- 
fully kept.  The  city  then  will  have  all  the  books, 
papers  and  documents  connected  with  its  growth  and 
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development  permanently  and  satisfactorily  preserved. 
It  is  difficult  to  determine  how  many  papers  are 
included  in  that  period,  but  the  economical  expendi- 
ture of  any  reasonable  amount  for  this  purpose 
would  be  wise  and  judicious. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  an  interest  in  the  public 
records  not  only  in  this  city  but  also  throughout  the 
whole  state,  has  been  stimulated  by  the  work  which  the 
City  Council  has  authorized  and  so  liberally  provided 
for,  and  the  continuation  of  the  work  will  place  this 
city  on  an  equal  footing  with  the  progressive  cities  of 
the  country  which  have  already  seen  the  importance 
of  similar  work. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  the  Commissioners  are  able 
to  report  that  Mr.  Howard  Redwood  Guild,  of  this 
city,  has  deposited  with  the  Commissioners  as  the 
property  of  the  city,  three  hundred  and  sixty-five 
manuscripts  bearing  date  from  1684  to  1828. 
These  papers  are  of  peculiar  interest  from  the  fact 
that  many  of  them  are  original  documents  from  which 
the  Proprietors'  Records,  so  called,  were  made  up, 
which  were  destroyed  a  few  years  ago  in  the 
Aldrich  House  fire.  Included,  also,  among  this  col- 
lection are  many  original  documents  relating  to  the 
lay-out  of  highways,  returns  of  land  laid  out  by  the 
proprietors,  returns  and  accounts  of  the  Deputy 
Wagon  Master  General  of  the  Providence  Brigade  at 
the  battle  and  operations  on  Rhode  Island,  in  1778, 
warrants,  depositions,  marriage  certificates,  bonds, 
inventories,  wills,  letters,  &c. 

The  whole  forms  a  valuable  addition  to  the  docu- 
mentary possessions  of  the  municipality. 

Since  the  completion  of  the  first  volume  of    the

printed  records,  the  Commissioners  have  received 
many  commendatory  letters  from  societies  and 
scholars  emphasizing  the  value  and  importance  of  the 
work  now  in  process  by  the  city. 

The  second  volume  of  the  Early  Records  of  the 
Town  of  Providence,  herewith  submitted,  is  one  of 
peculiar  interest.  It  contains  the  records  of  the  ear- 
liest Town  Meetings  and  Quarter  Courts,  and  throws 
much  light  on  the  customs  and  conditions  of  the 
times.  The  "  Progress  of  Laws,"  contained  in  this 
volume,  presents  the  earlier  forms  of  court  proceed- 
ings in  civil  matters  in  this  jurisdiction,  and  must 
prove  of  great  interest  to  all  students  of  jurisprudence. 
This  volume  has  been  known  at  different  times  as 
"The  Book  with  Brass  Clasps,''  "Short  Old 
Book  which  once  had  brass  Clasps,"  "  The  Towne  Old 
Book,"  "  The  Short  Old  Book,"  "  The  Second  Book 
Town  of  Providence,"  and  "  The  Old  Burnt  Book," 
the  latter  name  being  derived  from  the  fact  that  there 
are  many  of  the  "  Leaues  scorcht  and  partly  burnt," 
from  the  effects  of  the  fire  which  destroyed  a  part  of 
the  town  in  1676.  The  earliest  reference  to  the  book, 
which  has  been  found,  is  October,  1677,  where  it  is 
stated  that  it  now  contains  "70:  leaves  and  one  nott 
wrott  upon,  soe  there  is  wanting:  65 :  leaves,  the  Book 
being  much  defaced."  Its  original  arrangement  has 
been  lost,  and  the  leaves  as  they  are  now  arranged 
are  confusing  and  misleading,  it  being  extremely 
doubtful  if  the  original  arrangement  of  the  book 
can  ever  be  accurately  determined.  The  Commis- 
sioners, however,  have  considered  it  a  part  of 
their  duty  to  correct,  as  far  as  possible,  the  derange 
ment   of  the   pages   which   has   occurred.      It   was 
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discovered,  after  careful  examination,  that  the  book 
had  been  used  for  two  distinct  purposes;  first, for  the 
entry  of  land  transfers  and  for  the  recording  of  instru- 
ments, such  as  indentures,  notice  of  stray  horses, 
records  of  liquors  received  in  the  town,  and  other 
matters  requiring  to  be  recorded;  and  secondly  for 
the  minutes  of  Town  Meetings,  Courts  of  Election, 
and  Quarter  Courts.  By  making  a  table  of  the  differ- 
ent dates  on  which  these  various  meetings  were  held, 
and  indicating  the  page  on  which  the  record  was 
found,  it  became  apparent  that  the  leaves  had,  except 
in  some  few  instances,  been  exactly  reversed,  and  that 
when  requiring  rebinding  instead  of  the  pages  being 
sewed  or  fastened  to  the  covers  by  the  edges,  by  which 
they  now  are,  the  opposite  edges  should  have  been 
used  for  that  purpose. 

This  mistake  was  evidently  committed  before  the 
transcript  of  1800  was  made  as  the  same  general 
confusion  is  found  in  that  volume  that  appears  in  the 
original  as  now  bound,  with  the  exception  that  the 
copyist  at  that  time  attempted  to  correct  the  trouble  on 
no  settled  plan,  whereby  his  copy  is  more  confused 
and  misleading  even  than  the  original  as  now  bound. 
The  pages  used  for  the  first  purpose  or  for  the  miscel- 
laneous records,  were  placed  in  such  order  as  the 
nature  of  the  records  would  seem  to  justify  and  com- 
prise the  first  forty  pages.  As  these  entries  were  not 
necessarily  made  in  the  order  in  which  the  instruments 
were  executed,  and  as  the  time  of  recording  them  was 
not  always  noted  bythe  recording  officer,  an  apparent 
confusion  of  dates  appears.  The  Commissioners  be- 
lieve that  the  pages  as  now  arranged  in  the  printed 
volume  approach  as  near  to  the  original  order  as  can 
be  effected. 
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Through  the  kindness  of  Mr.  Alfred  Metcalf,  exec- 
utor of  the  will  of  the  late  Henry  J.  Steere,  the  Com- 
missioners have  been  able  to  include  in  the  printed 
volume  a  fac-simile  of  the  compact  of  the  twenty-five 
acre  purchasers,  as  it  appears  upon  the  pages  of  the 
original  book.  In  addition  to  the  general  interest  this 
fac-simile  will  excite  on  account  of  the  importance  of 
its  subject  matter,  it  is  interesting  as  presenting  a  good 
example  of  the  chirography  of  the  times  prevailing 
throughout  this  volume  and  which  it  has  been  neces- 
sary to  interpret  and  transcribe. 

By  resolution  of  the  City  Council  No.  35 1,  approved 
July  1, 1892,  an  appropriation  of  six  hundred  dollars 
was  allowed  the  Commissioners  in  addition  to  the 
appropriation  made  on  April  2,  1892,  which  appro- 
priation was  made  with  the  understanding  that  an 
additional  number  of  the  First  Volume  of  the  Early 
Records  of  Providence  should  be  printed.  In  issuing 
the  first  volume,  the  amount  of  the  appropriation  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Commissioners  would  allow  them 
to  print  but  500  copies.  The  great  interest  taken  in 
the  work,  caused  this  number  to  become  exhausted 
within  two  months  of  the  time  it  was  ready  for  distri- 
bution, and  many  persons  who  desired  copies  were 
unable  to  obtain  them.  With  this  additional  appro- 
priation, the  Commissioners  have  printed  500  copies 
and  have  made  the  edition  of  the  present  volume  to 
correspond  with  the  first,  namely,  1000  copies. 

In  this  work  which  the  Commissioners  have  accom- 
plished, they  have  been  ably  assisted  by  Miss  Huldah 
D.  Sheldon  who  has  prepared  the  copy  used  in  print- 
ing, and  has  had  general  oversight  of  the  office  work ; 
and  by  Miss  A.  Josephine  Torrey,  and  Miss  S.  Fran- 
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ces  Rathbun  who  have  prepared  the  manuscripts  for 
preservation. 

The  Commissioners  herewith  submit  a  statement  of 
expenditures  made  since  their  last  report.

To  THE  Honorable  the  City  Council  op  the  City  op 
Providence  : 

Gentlemen  : — ^The  Record  Commissioners  herewith  sub- 
mit the  fourth  of  the  printed  volumes  of  the  Early  Records 
of  the  Town  of  Providence,  it  being  a  continuation  of  the 
records  contained  in  the  Third  Book  Town  of  Providence, 
A  and  B,  otherwise  called  <*The  Book  with  Brass  Clasps." 

In  this  book  the  records  of  town  meetings  and  of  the 
town  council  terminate  and  an  hiatus  of  seventeen  years 
occurs  in  the  records  of  such  meetings  in  the  immediate 
custody  of  the  city. 

Through  the  instrumentality  of  Charles  E.  Paine,  Esq., 
for  many  years  City  Engineer,  the  attention  of  the  Com- 
missioners has  been  directed  to  two  resolutions  of  the  City 
Council,  which  originated  in  the  Board  of  Aldermen. 

As  originally  introduced  they  passed  the  Aldermen  Feb- 
ruary 10,  1845,  and  were  as  follows  : 

''Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  be  requested  cause  the 

deed  of  Cananicus  and  Miantinomo  to  Roger  Williams,  dated 
24th  of  1st  mo.  2  year  of  our  plantation ;  the  deed  of  Roger 
Williams  to  the  first  settlers,  dated  the  8th  of  the  8  month, 
1638  ;  the  deed  of  Roger  Williams  to  the  first  settlers,  dated 
20th  of  December,  1661 ;  and  the  charter  to  the  Town  of 
Providence,  dated  March,  1648,  to  be  framed  under  or 
between  glass,  and  hung  up  in  the  City  Clerk's  office. 

Resolved,  That  the  Mayor  be  requested  cause  the 

residue  of  the  old  papers  in  the  City  Clerk's  office  that  have 
usually  been  kept  in  bags,  with  such  other  loose  ones  as  are 
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about  his  office  and  of  no  present  use  or  value  to  the  city,  to 
be  transferred  to  the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society,  upon 
the  Society's  giving  a  receipt  and  promising  to  return  such 
papers  as  shall  be  specified  in  it  on  request." 

When  these  resolutions  reached  the  Common  Council, 
they  were  referred  to  the  Committee  on  City  Property, 
which  committee  subsequently  submitted  the  following 
report : 


*'To  THE    Honorable  City  Council    of  the  City    of 
Providence  : 

The  undersigned  Committee  on  City  Property,  to  whom 
was  referred  certain  resolutions  from  the  Board  of  Alder- 
men, the  first  resolution  respecting  the  old  Indian  Deeds  to 
Roger  Williams,  the  second  relating  to  the  loose  papers  in 
the  City  Clerk's  office,  would  respectfully  report  that  they 
have  examined  the  said  deeds  and  find  them  in  a  good  state 
of  preservation,  considering  their  great  age.  It  is,  there- 
fore, their  opinion  that  it  is  inexpedient  for  the  Council  to 
concur  in  the  first  resolution,  as  they  doubt  the  propriety  of 
putting  the  deeds  under  glass  to  be  hung  in  the  City  Clerk's 
office,  as  they  fear  the  effect  of  the  light  would  be  to  fade 
the  ink  entirely  out ;  they,  therefore,  recommend  that  the 
City  Clerk  be  directed  to  procure  a  box  to  put  the  said 
deeds  in,  and  to  be  kept  in  the  same  form  that  they  now  are, 
and  think  they  would  be  much  better  preserved  than  in  the 
manner  proposed  by  the  resolution.  In  regard  to  the  second 
resolution,  they  would  reconmiend  that  the  Council  concur, 
and  that  the  loose  papers  in  the  Clerk's  office  be  delivered  to 
the  Historical  Society  as  there  provided.

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On  March  10, 1845,  the  Common  Council  concurred  with 
the  Board  of  Aldermen  with  the  following  amendments, 
viz :  striking  out  the  words  "  framed  under  or  between  glass 
and  hung  up  in  the  City  Clerk's  office "  in  the  first  resolu- 
tion, and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  **  placed  in  a 
suitable  box  for  their  better  preservation." 

Some  time  between  the  tenth  day  of  May,  1845,  and  the 
twenty-first  day  of  July,  1846,  the  exact  date  cannot  now 
be  ascertained,  the  papers  referred  to  were  deposited  with 
the  Historical  Society ;  and  at  a  meeting  of  the  society  on 
the  twenty-first  day  of  July,  1846,  the  Hon.  Albert  G. 
Greene,  in  the  words  of  the  Society's  resolution,  "was 
appointed  to  collate  and  arrange  the  manuscripts  deposited 
in  the  Northern  Library  during  the  past  year,  by  vote  of  the 
City  Council  of  Providence,  with  authority  to  cause  as  many 
blank  books  to  be  made  as  he  may  deem  requisite  for  the 
reception  and  preservation  of  said  manuscripts,  and  to  draw 
upon  the  treasurer  for  the  expense  of  such  books." 

It  will  be  observed  that  no  list  or  particular  description  of 
the  papers  is  given,  nor  do  the  records  of  the  Society  any- 
where show  the  number  or  the  nature  of  the  manuscripts 
thus  deposited.  No  further  mention  is  made  on  the  records 
of  the  society,  relative  to  this  deposit,  other  than  that  included 
in  a  list  of  the  additions  to  the  Northern  District  Cabinet 
for  the  year  extending  from  July,  1845,  to  July,  1846, 
wherein  it  is  stated  that  there  are :  "four  bags  of  documents  on 
deposit,  to  be  surrendered  when  called  for ;  a  receipt  having 
been  given  for  the  same  to  the  City  Clerk  by  the  cabinet 
keeper."  A  careful  examination  of  the  city's  files  fails  to 
disclose  this  receipt,  but  it  was  probably  no  more  in  detail 
than  the  entry  made  on  the  records  of  the  Society. 

In  the  course  of  their  official  investigations,  the  Commis- 
sioners have  had  occasion  from  time  to  time  to  refer  to  the 
great   number  of  papers  and   documents    relating  to  the 
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proceedings  of  the  town  which  were  included  among  the  manu- 
script collections  of  the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society,  and 
which  gave  unmistakable  evidence  of  having  been  at  one 
time  the  property  of  the  town. 

This  is  now  satisfactorily  explained,  and  the  Commis- 
sioners think  it  proper  that  the  attention  of  the  City  Council 
should  be  called  to  the  fact  so  that  these  papers  and  docu- 
ments, no  less  than  the  others  of  like  character  and  descrip- 
tion belonging  to  the  city,  may  be  placed  in  suitable  form  for 
preservation,  in  accordance  with  the  modern  methods  which 
have  been  devised  for  preserving  old  manuscripts. 

The  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society  has  long  been  recog- 
nized as  a  proper  depository  for  valuable  manuscripts  and 
documents  by  State,  City  and  individuals;  indeed,  the 
General  Assembly  of  Rhode  Island  makes  an  annual  appro- 
priation for  caring  for  its  property  there  deposited,  and  it 
has  recently,  in  recognition  of  the  service  rendered  by 
the  society  in  this  respect,  seen  fit  to  increase  the  amount  of 
that  appropriation. 

For  nearly  half  a  century  this  honored  old  society  has 
cared  for  the  papers  of  the  city  there  deposited,  not  only 
without  remuneration,  but  even  at  some  expense  to  itself ; 
and  it  is  fortunate  that  these  documents  were  placed  in  so 
secure  a  depository,  for,  had  they  not  received  such  foster- 
ing guardianship,  it  is  not  unlikely  that,  among  the  vicissi- 
tudes to  which  they  would  have  been  exposed,  many  of  them 
now  of  inestimable  value  to  the  municipality  would  have 
been  lost  or  destroyed. 

The  authority  granted  the  Record  Commissioners  to  collect, 
print  and  preserve  the  early  records  of  Providence,  does  not 
restrict  them  to  any  particular  records,  so  long  as  they  are 
the  records  of  the  town  of  Providence ;  but  before  taking 
any  steps  toward  exercising  any  authority  over  the  records 
in  the  custody  of  the  Historical  Society,  or  towards  putting 
them  in  order,  the  Commissioners  feel  that  the  City  Council 
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should  be  informed  of  this  deposit  and  its  consent  should  be 
obtained. 

The  papers  in  the  custody  of  the  Historical  Society,  under 
the  resolution  of  the  City  Council  hereinbefore  referred  to, 
are  none  the  less  the  property  of  the  city  than  they  would 
be  if  they  had  not  been  placed  in  such  custody. 

The  work  on  the  ^  Providence  Town  Papers  "  has  so  far 
progressed  that  an  opportunity  is  now  presented  for  the 
Commissioners  to  give  these  papers  proper  attention  without 
interfering  with  the  plans  which  they  have  outlined  for  caring 
for  the  documents  now  in  their  immediate  custody. 

All  of  the  papers  in  the  city's  possession,  outside  of  the 
Historical  Society,  previous  to  the  year  1800,  that  have 
come  to  the  knowledge  of  the  Commissioners  have  been 
brought  together,  arranged,  repaired  and  mounted  in  books, 
and  an  index  to  all  of  them  up  to  and  including  the  year  1790 
has  been  nearly  completed. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  a  considerable  portion 'of  the 
records  contained  among  the  papers  of  the  Rhode  Island 
Historical  Society  will  fill  up  the  break  which  has  previously 
been  referred  to,  viz  :  the  years  1675  to  1692,  it  would  be 
wise  if  attention  could  be  given  to  these  records  and  a  sim- 
ilar method  pursued  with  them  as  with  the  other  papers  of 
the  city,  so  that  the  documentary  possessions  of  the  city 
previous  to  the  year  1800,  wherever  located,  would  be  as 
complete  as  it  is  possible  to  make  them. 

Some  years  ago  the  Historical  Society  had  these  papers 
of  the  city  inserted  in  scrap  books  along  with  other  miscel- 
laneous manuscripts  of  its  own,  and  any  attempt  to  put  the 
city's  papers  in  proper  order  will  require  that  certain  of  the 
Society's  possessions  be  disarranged. 

The  care  which  this  Society  has  given  to  this  property  of 
the  city  during  these  many  years  would  in  justice  seem  to 
demand  that  the  city,  in  caring  for  its  own  documents,  should 
see  that  the  Society's  documents  do  not  suffer  by  any 
re-arrangement,  and  that  they  are  left  in  proper  order.

Gentlemen  :  The  Record  Commissioners  hereby 
submit  a  further  report  upon  the  work  committed 
to  their  charge  : 

The  Providence  Town  Papers  consist  of  various 
papers  and  documents  relating  to  the  affairs  of  the 
Town  of  Providence  embracing  the  period  between 
1639  and  June,  1832,  at  which  latter  date  the  town 
was  succeeded  by  the  city  of  Providence  and  ceased 
to  exist.  The  larger  part  of  them  are  in  the  immedi- 
ate possession  of  the  city,  although  a  comparatively 
few  are  in  the  charge  of  the  Rhode  Island  Historical 
Society,  where  they  were  deposited  by  vote  of  the 
City  Council,  passed  March  10,  1845.  All  have  been, 
or  are  being,  repaired,  divided  into  series,  each  series 
being  arranged  in  chronological  order,  so  far  as  prac- 
ticable, and  mounted  in  books  specially  made  for  the 
purpose,  each  paper  having  been  stamped  as  the 
property  of  the  city  and  numbered. 

The  bulk  of  the  material  in  the  immediate  custody 
of  the  city,  as  contradistinguished  from  the  papers 
placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Historical  Society,  and 
which  the  Commissioners  have  brought  into  an 
orderly  arrangement,  was  found  in  cupboards  in  the 
store  room  of  the  City  Hall,  where  they  were  depos-

ited  when  the  old  City  Building  was  vacated  in  1878. 
The  first  series  comprises  all  the  papers  culled  from 
that  mass  bearing  date  prior  to  1800,  together  with 
various  other  papers  of  that  period  which  have  been 
donated  since  the  organization  of  the  Record  Com- 
mission ;  for  happily  the  interest  aroused  by  the  cre- 
ation of  a  commission  for  the  preservation  and 
arrangement  of  the  town  papers,  has  incited  owners 
of  valuable  old  documents  to  present  them  to  the 
city,  and  thus  rich  accessions  have  been  made  to  the 
city's  manuscript  possessions. 

The  city  is  indebted  to  Miss  Ann  Elizabeth 
Arnold,  of  Pawtuxet,  for  17  papers  which  once 
belonged  to  the  early  representatives  of  the  Arnold 
family ;  to  Mr.  Howard  Redwood  Guild  for  365  doc- 
uments formerly  in  the  possession  of  the  Brown  and 
Humphrey  families  ;  to  Mr.  William  Henry  Fenner 
for  1,082  papers  and  documents  once  belonging  to 
Arthur  and  Thomas  Fenner,  both  prominent  officials 
in  the  early  days  of  the  town ;  and  to  his  Honor 
Mayor  Olney  for  19  papers  relating  to  his  ances- 
tors and  to  other  members  of  his  family.  A 
strict  chronological  order  has  been  somewhat  inter- 
fered with  by  the  desire  to  keep  donations  together; 
and  each  donated  paper,  in  addition  to  being 
stamped  as  the  property  of  the  city,  has  also  been 
marked  with  the  name  of  the  donor.  The  first 
series  contains  17,727  documents,  arranged  in  42 
volumes  as  follows :

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In  separating  these  town  documents  from  the 
manuscripts  belonging  to  the  Historical  Society, 
with  which  they  had  become  mixed  when  arranged 
and  mounted  by  that  Society  many  years  ago,  it 
became  necessary,  in  order  to  hold  the  Society  harm- 
less, to  repair,  arrange  and  mount  2,076  of  its  papers. 
This  work  was  done  pursuant  to  a  joint  resolution  of 
the  City  Council  No.  715,  approved  Dec.  8,  1893, 
and  these  repaired  and  rearranged  papers,  neatly 
bound  in  nine  volumes,  marked  Rhode  Island  His- 
torical Society  Manuscripts,  have  been  returned  to 
the  Society. 

The  third  series  contains  the  papers  included 
within  the  period  from  1800  to  June  1832,  when  the 
town  became  a  city,  and  consists  of  63,576  papers 
and  will  occupy  about  one  hundred  volumes,  begin- 
ning with  volume  40  of  the  manuscript  volumes  in 
the  immediate  possession  of  the  city.  The  distin- 
guishing numbers  of  this  series  have  two  ciphers 
prefixed,  thus :  001,  in  order  to  avoid  confusing  them 
with  the  numbers  of  the  papers  of  other  series.  The 
volumes  as  now  arranged  are  as  follows :

In  addition  to  the  manuscripts  above  referred  to, 
Mrs.  Catherine  R.  Peirce  has  lately  deposited  with  the 
city  a  valuable  collection  of  papers  of  the  Warner 
family,  which  collection  numbers  1,921  documents 
and  contains  many  which  throw  much  light  on  our 
early  history,  and-  particularly  upon  the  relations 
existing  between  Providence  and  Warwick.  The 
arrangement  of  these  Warner  papers  will  at  once 
engage  the  attention  of  the  Commissioners. 

So  brittle  was  the  condition  of  many  of  these  old 
manuscripts  when  they  came  to  the  hands  of  the 
Commissioners  that  the  least  handling  caused  them 
to  break  to  pieces,  hence  the  most  careful  repairing 
was  absolutely  necessary  for  their  preservation,  and 
especially  was  this  true  as  to  whole  pages  of  the 
Third  Book  of  the  Town  Records.  The  result  of 
this  work  of  reparation  may  be  seen,  although  imper- 
fectly, by  the  plates  which  accompany  this  report, 
which  convey  some  idea  of  the  nature  of  the  docu- 
ments  to  which   the   Commissioners  have  directed 
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their  attention.  The  first  plate  represents  one  page 
of  a  paper  found  among  the  mass  of  documents  in  the 
City  Hall  store  room,  previously  mentioned,  and  now 
among  the  files  of  the  Municipal  Court,  and  is  a  part 
of  the  only  paper  in  the  immediate  custody  of  the 
city  which  attests  the  fact  that  Roger  Williams  was 
once  the  Town  Clerk. 

The  second  plate  represents  a  part  of  paper  No. 
16,627,  which  is  a  memorandum  in  the  handwriting  of 
Daniel  Abbott,  who  was  town  clerk  from  1677  to 
1 68 1,  and  relates  to  certain  questions  as  to  land  titles. 
It  begins  as  follows  : 

"  Memorand :  —  Some  short  necessary  intemations 
(for  plea)  against  y*  Wesquadnadians  As  foUoweth 

"ffirst  That  M'  Williams  y*  Agent  for  y*  Towne  of 
providence  &  procur'  of  y*  plantation  thereof:  had 
seaverall  Treaties  w*^  y*  cheife  Sachims  in  y*  yeare 
1634.  &  in  35  :  And  in  y*  end  obtained  ye  same : 

"  2.1y.  And  in  y*  yeare  1637.  became  a  Towne 
incorporated  Agust  ye  20^ :  —  " 

In  the  transcript  made  in  1800,  under  the  author- 
ity of  the  town,  of  the  first  three  books  of  the  town, 
at  the  head  of  the  first  page  and  directly  preceding 
the  copy  of  the  Compact  of  Providence  (see  Early 
Records  of  the  Town  of  Providence,  vol.  i,  p.  i)  is 
written  the  date  "August  the  20th,  1637,"  in  the 
same  handwriting  in  which  the  transcript  is  made. 
Opposite  and  to  the  left  of  this  date  is  written, 
apparently  at  a  different  time,  as  follows :  — 
"  N.  B.  this  date  is  on  the  Left 
hand  page  of  the  following." 

This  date  does  not  appear  in  the  original  book,  as 
it  now  is,  and,  therefore,   was   not  printed  in   the 
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volume  prepared  by  the  Commissioners.  This  tran- 
script of  1800,  according  to  the  inscription  on  the 
book,  was  "  Transcribed  by  Order  of  the  Town  of 
Providence  under  the  Inspection  of  a  Committee  and 
by  them  compared." 

Comparing  these  two  entries  the  Commissioners 
think  it  may  be  concluded  that  the  Compact  of  Prov- 
idence now  appearing  on  the  first  page  of  the  First 
Book  of  the  Town  of  Providence  is  the  first  written 
compact  or  act  of  incorporation  of  the  town,  and  that 
it  was  signed  on  the  20th  of  August,  1637.  This 
marks  the  date  at  least  of  the  formal  foundation  of 
Providence,  a  date  hitherto  uncertain. 

It  is  from  papers  in  such  condition  as  these  that 
the  Commissioners  have  been  able  to  fill  the  hiatus 
existing  in  the  records  in  the  possession  of  the  town 
for  the  period  between  1676  and  1677. 

The  papers  being  thus  repaired  and  compactly 
arranged  in  volumes  it  became  an  important  ques- 
tion how  to  render  them  available  for  reference.  It 
was  determined  to  prepare  a  comprehensive  index 
which  would  afford  to  investigators  information  of 
the  character  of  the  papers  and  the  place  where  they 
could  be  found.  This  task  of  indexing  was  dele- 
gated to  Welcome  Arnold  Greene,  Esq.,  of  this  city, 
whose  familiarity  with  the  history  of  the  town  and 
state  had  equipped  him  with  the  peculiar  qualifica- 
tions required  for  such  work.  He  has  indexed  the 
papers  in  the  first  series  up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
1 790,  and  the  result  of  his  labors  will  be  found  in  the 
index  accompanying  this  report. 

A  manuscript  index  of  the  names  of  persons  and 
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places  mentioned  in  the  papers  included  in  this 
printed  index  has  been  made  by  Amelia  E.  Carpen- 
ter, and  comprises  upwards  of  200  closely  written 
pages.  She  has  also  indexed  all  the  names  appear- 
ing in  the  volumes  of  the  Providence  Town  Papers 
in  the  keeping  of  the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Soci- 
ety, making  100  closely  written  pages. 

In  the  prosecution  of  the  work  on  the  Providence 
Town  Papers  the  Commissioners  have  employed  four 
assistants. 

The  work  of  arranging  the  papers  and  inserting 
them  in  books  has  been  done  mostly  by  A.  Josephine 
Torrey.  The  work  of  repairing  and  preparing  for 
mounting  has  been  performed  by  Susie  F.  Rathbun 
and  Elizabeth  E.  Hunt,  while  the  indexing  of  names 
has  been  done,  as  previously  stated,  by  Amelia  E. 
Carpenter. 

A  part  of  the  time  of  one  assistant,  Mabel  G.  Cole, 
has  been  given  to  arranging  the  papers  preparatory 
to  mounting. 

In  addition  to  the  papers  which  the  Commissioners 
have  brought  together  from  the  mass  which  came 
into  their  custody,  they  have  put  in  order  a  number 
of  loose  and  unbound  pages  of  miscellaneous  rec- 
ords which  have  not  heretofore  received  the  atten- 
tion which  their  value  would  justify.  These  have 
all  been  substantially  but  cheaply  bound  and  put 
in  a  good  state  for  preservation,  and  perhaps  they 
can  be  described  in  no  better  way  than  by  the  follow- 
ing schedule :

[These  volumes  contain  the  original  minutes  of 
the  proceedings  in  town  meeting,  the  petitions, 
memorials  and  communications  generally  submitted 
for  consideration,  and  the  certificates  of  freemen  as 
to  their  qualifications  to  vote.] 

Record  of  Fire  Buckets,  181 1  to  1814,  1816  to  1818, 
1820  to  1825  and  1828. 

[These  are  the  reports  of  the  town  sergeant  as  to  the 
number  and  condition  of  the  fire  buckets  which  each 
householder  was  required  to  have  on  hand  by  order 
of  the  town,  with  the  names  of  such  householder.] 

In  the  arrangement  of  the  papers  heretofore 
referred  to,  the  Commissioners  found  nearly  a  com- 
plete set  of  the  records  of  the  so-called  Paper- Money 
Bank  Mortgages,  —  devices  by  which  bills  of  credit 
were  issued  by  the  colony  and  state  from  171 5  to 
1 786.  These  were  originally  a  part  of  the  records  of 
land  evidence,  and  while  they  are  of  no  value  as 
aflfecting  titles  to  real  property,  they  are  of  conse- 
quence in  identifying  property  and  its  ownership  at 
certain  periods.  These  volumes,  eight  in  number, 
the  Commissioners  have  caused  to  be  bound  for 
preservation  and  to  be  indexed;  and  have  printed  that 
index  following  the  index  to  the  Providence  Town 
Papers. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  William  E.  Clarke, 
City  Clerk,  and  J.  Herbert  Shedd,  City  Engineer 
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the  Commissioners  have  caused  332  plats  and  reports 
on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's  office,  relative  to  streets  and 
highways  in  the  Town  of  Providence,  mostly  dated 
previous  to  1800,  and  which  were  badly  mutilated 
from  long  and  continuous  handling,  and  were  in 
imminent  danger  of  soon  becoming  worthless,  to  be 
repaired  and  copies  to  be  made  for  ordinary  use. 

On  the  20th  day  of  November,  1893,  ^^^  Commis- 
sioners addressed  a  letter  to  J.  Herbert  Shedd,  City 
Engineer,  requesting  that  these  plats  be  copied,  as 
many,  if  not  all,  were  of  great  value  in  determining 
the  original  lines  and  layout  of  streets,  many  of  them 
now  in  the  compact  part  of  the  city. 

Pursuant  to  this  request,  Mr.  Shedd  assigned  the 
work  of  copying  to  William  G.  Brennen,  Assistant 
Engineer,  and  most  careful  copies  have  been  made, 
which  have  been  bound  up  in  volumes  entitled. 
Plats  of  Streets  and  Highways  in  the  Town  of  Provi- 
dence, Numbers  i  and  2.  The  originals  have  been 
repaired  and  mounted  in  volumes  entitled,  Plats  of 
Streets  and  Highways  in  the  Town  of  Providence, 
Reports  on  Streets  and  Highways  in  the  Town  of 
Providence;  and  references  have  been  made  on  the 
copies  to  the  places  where  the  originals  may  be 
found.  These  when  finally  completed  will  be  placed 
in  the  custody  of  the  City  Clerk. 

An  index  of  these  plats  has  been  prepared  by  Mr. 
Brennen,  under  the  direction  of  City  Engineer  Shedd 
and  follows  the  index  to  the  Paper-Money  Bank 
Mortgages  with  this  report. 

The  work  of  printing  the  Early  Records  of  the 
Town  of   Providence   has  been   prosecuted  with  as 
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much  rapidity  as  the  nature  of  the  work  would 
permit.  In  this  work  the  Commissioners  have 
employed  two  assistants,  Cora  B.  Jewett  and  Mabel 
G.  Cole,  the  former  having  been  engaged  in  the 
work  of  transcribing  the  ancient  records,  while  the 
latter  has  served  as  proofreader  and  general  assistant. 

The  first  three  books  of  records  of  the  town 
have  been  reproduced  in  type  and  their  contents  are 
therefore  preserved  for  all  time  against  any  calamity 
against  which  human  foresight  can  guard.  These 
three  books  make  five  printed  volumes. 

Before  this  point  had  been  reached,  a  careful 
examination  of  the  records  was  made  and  the  Com- 
missioners decided  that  it  was  desirable  that  the  suc- 
ceeding books  should  follow  as  perfect  a  chronological 
order  as  the  condition  of  the  records  would  permit. 
The  records  from  1676  to  1692  were. in  such  condi- 
tion that  parts  of  this  period  could  only  be  covered 
by  the  examination  of  many  hundred  manuscripts, 
involving  much  labor. 

In  order  that  no  time  might  be  wasted  while  this 
work  was  in  progress,  the  Commissioners  decided  to 
commence  the  printing  of  the  first  Will  Book,  as  it  is 
now  generally  called,  but  which  was  originally  known 
as  the  first  book  for  the  Town  Council's  particular 
use.  This  volume  had  been  copied  some  years  ago 
and  the  copy  thus  made  was  used  for  the  purpose 
of  printing,  thereby  saving  expense. 

Another  reason  why  it  was  desirable  to  print  this 
book  at  this  time  was  that  it  was  the  earliest  book  of 
the  Town  Council  Proceedings  and  covers  in  date  a 
part  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Town  Council  dur- 
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ing  the  very  time  of  which  the  Commissioners  were 
endeavoring  to  perfect  a  record. 

The  first  Will  Book  having  been  printed,  in  vol- 
umes six  and  seven  of  the  Early  Records,  the  Com- 
missioners then  proceeded  to  collect  the  material  for 
the  Town  Meeting  records  from  the  year  1676.  This 
material  is  made  up  from  the  Town  Meeting  record 
book  which,  by  some  misarrangement,  made  many 
years  ago,  when  the  books  of  record  were  bound,  was 
numbered  3,  but  which,  in  order  of  chronology,  fol- 
lows the  books  in  the  custody  of  the  Recorder  of 
Deeds  (which  have  been  printed)  and  precedes  the 
volumes  now  marked  Vol.  i  of  the  Town  Council 
and  Town  Meeting  records.  The  manuscript  for  the 
period  from  1676  to  1692  has  been  prepared  and  the 
first  volume  thereof  is  in  the  hands  of  the  printer.

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Introduction  to  the  Index. 


It  is  deemed  advisable  to  present  in  this  place  a  general  statement  of 
the  character  and  melhod  of  the  work  whose  results  are  here  printed,  as 
well  as  various  particular  statements  as  to  titles,  sub-titles  and  other 
entries.  These  particular  statements  are  placed  here,  rather  than  in  foot- 
notes, mainly  for  typographical  reasons.  They  are  intended  to  be  only 
interpretative  of  the  words  used  in  the  index,  whether  those  be  the  words 
of  the  original  documents  or  of  the  indexer.  If  statements  of  construc- 
tion or  of  correlative  fact  be  therein  found,  they  have  been  inserted 
because  they  are  deemed  necessary  to  a  clear  interpretation. 

In  the  work  here  presented  there  are  references  to  about  seven  thousand 
and  fifty  documents.  Many  of  these  documents  are  of  a  composite  order, 
embracing  matters  so  differing  from  each  other  that  separate  references 
for  each  one  are  required.  It  is  estimated  that  there  are  over  ten  thou- 
sand references  in  this  work. 

When  the  Commissioners  first  began  to  gather  and  preserve  these 
papers,  it  became  evident  that  an  index  was  needed.  They  had,  at  first, 
intended  to  place  all  the  papers  in,  as  nearly  as  could  be  determined,  a 
chronological  order  so  that  the  serial  numbers  would  serve  as  a  clue  to 
the  dates.  After  they  had  placed  some  fourteen  thousand  papers  in  this 
way,  carrying  the  dates  up  into  the  present  century,  a  collection  came  to 
light,  comprising  nearly  a  thousand  papers  and  of  dates  between  1743  and 
later  than  1800.  By  the  time  these  papers  were  properly  mounted  and 
numbered,  another  lot  was  received,  the  earliest  date  of  which  is  in  1698; 
and  before  these  were  properly  arranged  another  lot  was  found,  the  earliest 
one  of  which  was  dated  in  1644.  Hence  it  comes  that  in  this  volume, 
which  covers  only  the  period  to  1790,  we  have  this  result :

It  may  be  noted,  also,  that  since  the  preparation  of  the  manuscript  for 
this  index  was  begun,  there  have  come  to  the  Commission  some  thou- 
sands of  papers  all  bearing  on  the  first  century  of  the  existence  of  Provi- 
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dence.  AH  thesei  as  a  matter  of  necessity,  had  to  be  left  to  await  a  second 
volume  of  the  index  which  will  probably  be  required  to  cover  the  papers 
up  to  the  date  of  1790. 

After  much  consideration  they  devised  the  plan  of  giving  the  year  date, 
which  they  have  printed  in  a  different  type  from  the  serial  number 
(which  it  always  precedes;)  and  where  a  number  of  similar  documents 
are  all  in  one  and  the  same  year  the  year  date  is  given  first  and  all  num- 
bers following  it,  whether  on  that  line  or  following  lines,  are  serial 
numbers  of  papers  dated  in  that  year  until  the  next  year  date  is  reached. 

It  was  at  first  intended  simply  to  classify  the  papers  by  titles  as 
**Acts,"  **  Bills,"  "Certificates,"  etc.;  but  this  was  soon  found  to  be 
impracticable  and  insufficient.  In  the  matter  of  bills,  for  instance,  there 
are  thousands  of  bills  bearing  on  every  subject  in  which  the  town  or  the 
townsmen  were  interested ;  and  to  put  them  all  into  one  class,  even  if 
alphabetically  arranged,  would  only  tend  to  the  hopeless  confusion  of  the 
seeker  after  information.  It  was  useless  to  try  to  simplify  the  matter  by 
attempting  to  make  a  distinction  between  **  public  "  and  **  private  "  bills, 
—  for,  prior  to  the  close  of  the  Revolution,  the  great  majority  of  the  bills 
against  the  town  were  made  out  against  the  town  officers,  apparently  as 
individuals;  and  it  often  requires  a  close  scrutiny  of  the  contents  of  a 
bill,  and  of  the  mode  of  payment  as  well,  to  determine  whether  the  bill  is 
against  the  individual  or  the  town ;  and  it  can  scarcely  be  said  to  be  a 
rarity  to  find  bills  in  which  some  items  are  against  the  town  and  some 
against  the  person  who  filled  the  town's  office. 

Another  reason  for  not  classing  all  bills  under  the  title  of  that  name  is 
that  nearly  all  of  the  public  bills  are  in  connection  with  matters  which 
themselves  require  a  titular  distinction  in  the  index  as  Bridges,  Fire 
Apparatus,  Highways,  etc. ;  and  if  other  matters  than  bills  connected 
with  or  referring  to  Bridges,  etc.,  are  entered  under  that  or  those  titles  it 
would  seem  as  if  the  bills  also  should  be  so  entered ;  while  if  the  bills  are 
entered  under  both  titles  it  would  lead  to  an  useless  duplication  of  entries. 

It  is  true  that  many  of  these  bills  refer  to  matters  affecting  several  of 
these,  what  may  be  called,  natural  titles ;  as,  for  instance,  we  find  items 
referring  to  Bridges,  Highways  and  Fortifications,  all  in  one  bill ;  but  this 
fact  only  shows  more  plainly  the  necessity  of  arranging  the  references  by 
a  classification  based  on  the  subject  matter. 

These  remarks  in  regard  to  bills  apply  equally  to  Certificates,  Letters, 
Orders,  Petitions,  Warrants,  etc. ;  in  fact  to  all  of  what  would  be  consid- 
ered purely  titular  headings. 

In  carrying  out  their  plan  the  Commissioners  have  striven  to  make  the 
titles  and  sub-titles  and  further  sub-divisions  of  the  index  go  as  far  as 
possible  in  the  description  of  the  subject  matter  of  the  papers.  The 
features  which  the  papers  possess  in  common  have  been  incorporated  as 
succinctly  as  possible  into  such  titles,  leaving  the  actual  reference  in 
thousands  of  cases  to  be  simply  the  serial  number;  and  when  more  than 
that  is  given  it  is  simply  the  differentia  distinguishing  it  from  others 
of  its  class,  and  making  it,  in  so  far  sui generis ;  which  individualiza- 
tion is  expressed  in  the  briefest  manner. 
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There  are  many  cases  where  the  system  of  this  index  and  of  a  titular 
index  concur.  To  prevent  confusion  arising  from  this  source,  the  Com- 
missioners have  introduced  a  series  of  cross  references,  in  each  case  where 
it  is  applicable,  showing  where  other  papers  of  the  same  nominal  title  are 
to  be  found. 

The  most  general  feature  of  the  arrangement  is  its  alphabetical  order. 
A  list  of  titles  given  in  that  order  is  hereto  annexed  and  serves  as  a  con- 
tents of  the  index.  All  sub-titles  of  any  given  title  are  placed  in  like 
order.  When  a  sub-title  becomes  the  subject  of  a  further  division,  the 
numbers  of  that  division  are  placed  in  alphabetical  order,  and  so  with 
further  sub-divisions  so  far  as  they  may  be  carried.  If  the  occasion  for 
it  exists,  a  chronological  classification  is  introduced,  leaving  the  ultimate 
result  to  be  the  distinction  of  the  serial  numbers.  This  may  be  well 
illustrated  in  the  case  of  Neal  McNeal.  He  was  a  pauper,  receiving  aid 
from  the  town,  hence  his  case  comes  under  the  title  of  Poor.  Most  of 
the  aid  he  received  was  in  the  form  of  orders  of  Overseer  of  the  Poor  on 
the  Town  Treasurer.  **  Order  of  Overseer  of  Poor  on  the  Town  Treas- 
urer in  favor  of  "  is  one  of  the  sub-titles  under  Poor,  and  is  found  in  its 
alphabetical  order.  But  many  other  persons  besides  Neal  McNeal  were 
the  beneficiaries  of  such  orders;  they  therefore  form  the  subject  of  a 
further  division  or  a  sub-sub- title.  The  names  of  these  persons  are 
placed  in  alphabetical  order,  and,  in  its  proper  place  among  those  is  Neal 
McNeal.  Orders  in  favor  of  Neal  McNeal  are  further  classified  according 
to  the  persons  to  whom  payable,  those  payable  to  him  being  placed  first 
and  those  payable  to  others  following  in  alphabetical  order. 

To  show  the  general  plan  of  the  system,  there  is  here  given  a  diagram- 
matic abstract  from  the  most  complicated  and,  at  the  same  time,  one  of 
the  most  interesting  titles,  viz. :  Revolution.  Under  this  head  it  has 
been  intended  to  index  every  document  bearing  on  the  revolutionary 
struggle.

PARTICULAR    STATEMENTS. 

Bill  against  Henry  Bowen  on  account  of  store.  In  classifying  these  bills, 
the  principal  item  is  chosen. 

Bridge—The  rule  followed  is,  where  a  paper  is  known  to  refer  to  a  par- 
ticular bridge,  to  class  it  under  the  name  of  that  bridge ;  where  it  is 
uncertain  what  bridge  is  referred  to,  the  paper  is  placed  in  the  general 
list. 

Case  of  Town  of  Providence  vs.  Martha  Howell.  This  is  a  lot  of  papers 
all  bearing  on  one  case,  recently  come  to  light  and  all  classed  together, 
though  of  widely  different  dates  and  characters. 
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Highway  bills  where  locality  is  given. — ^The  names  of  localities,  streets, 
etc.,  here  given,  are  those  used  in  the  bills  and  often  differ  from  the 
places  to  which  the  same  names  are  given  at  the  present  time. 
Note — The  year  date  given  with  the  notes  is  sometimes  that  of  pay- 
ment, and  not  the  date  of  the  note. 
Note — Public.  These  notes  were  all  given,  unless  otherwise  specified, 
by  the  town  treasurer.  Some  state  the  purpose  for  which  they  were 
given,  some  do  not.  In  addition  there  was  a  distinction  between  cur- 
rent money  notes,  continental  currency  notes,  hard  money  notes,  gold 
notes,  gold  and  silver  notes,  and  silver  notes,  or  notes  payable  in 
those  respective  kinds  of  currency,  though  sometimes  all  these  differ- 
ent kinds  of  notes  would  be  issued  under  the  same  resolution  or  for 
the  same  purpose.    These  differences  are  indicated  by

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The  paper-money  banks  of  Rhode  Island  were  devices  whereby  bills  of 
credit  were  issued  by  the  treasury  and  were  loaned  out  at  interest  to  the 
people  on  mortgage  security  for  a  term  of  years.  They  were  issued  to 
enlarge  the  circulating  medium  and  on  various  pretexts ;  for  example,  to 
supply  the  loss  occasioned  by  the  expenses  of  the  wars,  to  repair  fortifica- 
tions, to  promote  the  fisheries  and  the  raising  of  flax  and  wool,  to  repair  the 
colony  house,  to  build  a  light-house  and  finally  to  supply  the  place  of  former 
issues  which  had  been  brought  in  and  cancelled.  The  outstanding  bills 
rapidly  depreciated  in  exchangeable  value  and  finally  became  worthless. 

There  were  ten  banks  issued,  as  follows  :  the  first  in  1715,  £40,000,  the 
second  in  1721,  £40,000,  the  third  in  1728,  £40,000,  the  fourth  in  1731, 
£60,000,  the  fifth  in  1733,  £104,000,  the  sixth  in  1738,  £100,000,  the 
seventh  in  1740,  £20,000,  the  eighth  in  1743-4,  %o,ooo,  the  ninth  in  1750, 
£25,000,  the  tenth  in  1786,  £100,000;  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
£569,000. 

The  mortgages  remained  nominally  in  force,  but  all  attempts  to  fore- 
close them  were  abandoned  by  general  consent,  and  they  are  not  re- 
garded in  the  examination  of  land  titles.  They  were  recorded  in  the 
office  of  the  town  clerk,  and  among  the  books  of  the  city  of  Providence 
are  now  remaining  records  of  the  first,  second,  fourth,  fifth,  seventh, 
eighth,  ninth  and  tenth  banks.

During  the  years  which  they  have  been  constantly 
referred  to  many  of  them  have  become  worn  and  mutilated ;  they  have 
therefore  been  repaired,  arranged  in  chronological  order  and  mounted  in 
a  volume  entitled  <*  Original  Plats  of  Streets,  Highways  and  Lands  in  the 
Town  of  Providence."  Carefully  made  copies  of  them  have  been  pre- 
pared under  the  direction  of  the  City  Engineer,  and  these  copies  have 
been  bound  in  two  volumes  entitled  **  Plats  of  Streets  and  Highways  in 
the  Town  of  Providence." 

These  two  volumes  together  with  the  volume  of  the  originals  have  been 
deposited  in  the  office  of  the  City  Clerk  in  the  City  Hall. 

The  references  in  this  index  are  made  to  these  volumes  of  copies. 

The  titles  of  the  index  show  the  various  names  by  which  the  streets, 
highways  or  lands  have  at^ifferent  times  been  designated,  all  of  which 
appear  in  their  alphabetical  order.

To  THE  Honorable  the  City  Council  of  the  City 
OF  Providence: 

Gentlemen:  The  Record  Commissioners  here- 
with present  a  further  report  of  the  work  done  by 
them  since  the  last  report  made  to  your  honorable 
body : 

PROVIDENCE   TOWN    PAPERS. 

The  work  in  this  class  of  records  has  been  so  far 
advanced  that  it  may  be  said  to  be  practically  com- 
pleted although  from  time  to  time  accessions  are 
made  to  the  already  voluminous  collection  of  docu- 
ments relating  to  the  affairs  of  the  town.

Most  of  the  documents  included  between  the  years 
1642  and  1790  inclusive  have  been  indexed,  the 
index  to  them  being  a  part  of  the  Fourth  Report  of 
the  Record  Commissioners. 

In  order  to  complete  the  work  on  the  earliest  of 
the  documentary  possessions  of  the  City  the  Com- 
missioners have  caused  the  volumes  designated  by 
them  as  the  second  series  to  be  thoroughly  indexed 
and  this  index  accompanies  and  is  a  part  of  this 
report. 

The  documents  in  this  so  called  second  series  com- 
prise the  papers  that  were  temporarily  deposited  with 
the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society  in  1845  and 
which  have  now  been  returned  to  the  City.  This 
class  of  documents  consists  of  1369  papers  being 
dated  from  1639  to  1823  and  are  arranged  in  five  vol- 
umes as  follows :

The  index  to  this  series  presents  more  than  3500 
references  and  has  been  prepared  under  the  direction 
of  the  Commissioners  by  Nathan  M.  Wright  from 
material  furnished  by  Welcome  Arnold  Greene.  Mr. 
Greene's  long  experience  in  the  study  of  Rhode 
Island  history  and  institutions  and  of  ancient  manu- 
scripts has  peculiarly  fitted  him  for  the  work  of 
selecting  from  these  torn,  faded  and  half  legible 
papers  the  salient  points  contained  in  them. 

In  addition  to  the  donation  of  ancient  documents 
relating  to  the  town  of  Providence  heretofore  made 
the  Commissioners  have  received  from  Samuel  An- 
thony Hazard,  Esquire,  of  this  city,  papers  formerly 
the  property  of  early  representatives  of  the  Fenner 
family,  which  papers  in  many  cases  refer  to  similar 
documents  that  were  donated  to  the  city  by  the  late 
William  Henry  Fenner  and  are  therefore  of  peculiar 
value  to  the  municipality.  There  have  also  been 
received  from  the  late  Mrs.  Harriet  S.  Humason  of 
St.  Louis,  Mo.,  through  the  instrumentality  of  Lewis 
D.  Greene,  Lieutenant  Seventh  Infantry  U.  S.  A., 
twenty-five  ancient  papers  belonging  to  the  Sprague 
family  and  these  with  the  Fenner  papers  have  been 
arranged  in  volumes  with  other  papers  belonging  to 
the  town. 

MAPS  AND  PLANS  OF  PROVIDENCE. 

In  1823  Daniel  Anthony,  a  surveyor  of  much  skill 
and  experience,  who  twenty  years  previous  had  made 
the  first  complete  map  of  the  town,  issued  a  Map  of 
the  Town  of  Providence  from  actual  surveys, 
elegantly  engraved  on  copper  plates.     Mr.  Anthony 
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sold  and  conveyed  both  the  copyright  and  the  plates 
of  that  map  to  the  Town  of  Providence  on  April  24, 
1824,  since  which  time  the  plates  have  been  stored 
away  among  the  city's  possessions,  while  the  papers 
relating  to  this  interesting  transaction  are  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  City  Treasurer. 

So  scarce  had  prints  from  these  plates  become  and 
so  much  sought  after  were  they  on  account  of  the 
importance  of  their  subject  matter  that  the  Commis- 
sioners have  had  copies  of  this  ancient  map  struck  oflF 
and  inserted  in  this  report.  So  valuable  are  maps  of 
like  character  in  determining  the  location  of  ancient 
boundaries,  and  so  strikingly  do  they  furnish  illustra- 
tion of  the  growth  of  the  town  or  city,  that,  inasmuch 
as  no  such  compilation  has  ever  been  made  so  far  as 
the  Commissioners  are  aware,  they  have  caused  the 
following  list  of  the  various  maps  of  the  town  and 
city  that  have  been  printed,  to  be  prepared.  This  list 
contains  only  such  as  have  been  separately  printed  or 
are  contained  in  official  or  semi-official  publications 
and  has  been  prepared  through  the  courtesy  of  Otis 
F.  Clapp,  Esq.,  City  Engineer.

An  Atlas,  on  file  in  the  City  Clerk's  office,  in  16 
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sheets,  each  sheet  19"  x  23'',  drawn  on  a  scale  of  100 
feet  per  inch,  has  printed  on  the  outside  cover  this 
title  :  "  Plat  of  the  Town  of  Providence  1823."  The 
report  presented  with  this  atlas  is  as  follows :  "  At  a 
town  meeting  of  the  freemen  of  the  Town  of  Provi- 
dence legally  warned  and  assembled  at  the  town 
house  on  Wednesday,  the  i6th  day  of  April,  1823, 
this  atlas  was  presented  in  open  town  meeting  with 
the  report  as  follows :  Report  is  made  to  this  meet- 
ing and  is  as  follows :  The  undersigned,  a  conimittee 
to  cause  a  plat  to  be  draughted  of  the  public  streets 
and  gangways  of  the  Town  of  Providence,  respect- 
fully report  that  they  have  employed  Mr.  Daniel 
Anthony  to  survey  said  streets  and  to  delineate  a  plat 
thereof  which  they  believe  from  his  long  experience 
and  practice  as  a  surveyor  in  the  business  of  the  town 
he  has  executed  with  accuracy  and  correctness.  The 
committee  also  caused  to  l>e  transcribed  an  alphabet- 
ical list  of  the  streets  with  an  index  to  the  records  of 
the  layout  and  other  doings  touching  said  streets 
all  which  is  respectfully  submitted  by  Zachariah 
Allen,  Thomas  Burgess,  Comt." 

It  is  probable  that  this  atlas  furnished  the  mate- 
rials for  the  map  of  the  town  of  the  same  date  previ- 
ously referred  to.

On  Feb.  10,  1869,  at  the  request  of  Sampson, 
Davenport  &  Co.,  directory  publishers,  the  City  of 
Providence  appropriated  four  hundred  dollars  toward 
defraying  the  expense  of  a  new  copper  plate  map  of 
the  City  of  Providence.  Part  of  this  sum  was  for 
the  services  of  the  City  Engineer  and  the  remainder 
for  the  purchase  of  three  hundred  copies  of  the  com- 
pleted map.  Walling's  large  wall  map  of  1857  was 
then  reduced  by  photography  and  corrected  and 
maps  of  school  districts  numbered  four  and  ten  of 
the  Town  of  Cranston,  then  recently  annexed  to  the 
City  of  Providence,  were  changed  to  the  same  scale 
and  the  whole  combined  in  one  map  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  City  Engineer.  The  completed  map  bore 
the  following  title :  "  Map  of  the  City  of  Providence, 
Rhode  Island.

PRINTING. 

The  work  of  printing  the  early  records  of  the 
Town  of  Providence  has  been  continued  in  accord- 
ance with  the  plan  first  laid  out  by  the  Commission- 
ers. Soon  after  their  appointment  they  made  a  care- 
ful examination  of  the  various  books  of  records  and 
outlined  a  policy  of  proceedure  which  should  be  fol- 
lowed in  the  event  that  the  City  Council  should  from 
time  to  time  make  provision  for  the  purpose.  The 
generous  appropriations  made  have  enabled  them  to 
put  in  print  the  earliest  books  of  the  town  council 
and  the  town  meetings. 

The  first  books  to  which  the  Commissioners 
devoted  their  attention  are  four  in  number  and  are 
in  the  custody  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds.  These 
books  are  the  earliest  now  extant  used  for  recording 
the  various  town  proceedings  and  when  used  no  sys- 
tematic method  of  keeping  records  had  been  inaugu- 
rated. 

No  attempt  at  classification  of  records  was  made 
for  many  years  and  the  books  were  designated  with 
names  suggested  by  their  shape  or  other  character- 
istics. There  was  "  the  Long  old  Booke  with  parch- 
ment cover,"  "  the  old  Burnt  Booke,"  and  "  the  Booke 
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with  Brass  Clasps."  This  latter  book  when  repaired 
and  rebound  some  years  ago  was  made  into  two  vol- 
umes. These  four  books  brought  the  records  of  the 
town  up  to  about  the  year  1692. 

Since  the  founding  of  the  State  up  to  the  present 
time  Town  Councils  have  exercised  the  powers  of 
Probate  Courts.' 

The  records  of  the  town  council  therefore  contain 
all  the  probate  proceedings,  and  as  the  first  will  book 
contained  such  town  council  records  as  well  as  the 
earliest  wills  and  other  matters  relating  to  estates,  it 
was  thought  best  to  print  that  volume  especially  as  a 
transcript  of  it  had  already  been  made,  the  expense 
of  copying  it  was  saved. 

This  when  completed  made  two  printed  volumes. 
Beginning  with  the  year  1692  the  records  of  both  the 
town  meeting  and  the  town  council  were  kept  in  sep- 
arate books  and  these  records  the  Commissioners 
have  caused  to  be  printed  up  to  a  period  where  their 
chronological  sequence  is  unbroken. 

Having  reached  this  point  the  Commissioners 
have  deemed  it  advisable  to  direct  their  attention  to 
the  preservation  in  print  of  the  earliest  books  of  land 
evidence  or  as  they  are  commonly  called,  "  Deed 
Books,"  in  the  custody  of  the  Recorder  of  Deeds. 
On  the  records  contained  in  these  volumes  depend 
the  foundation  title  to  all  the  lands  in  Providence 
and  in  fact  to  a  large  part  of  the  territory  in  northern 
Rhode  Island. 

Two  centuries  wear  and  tear  have  already  shown 


1  In  cities  and  in  some  towns  this  custom  has  been  done  away  with  and  Judges  of 
Probate  are  regularly  elected.  In  Providence  the  Municipal  Court  exercising  probate 
jurisdiction  was  orgsmized  when  the  town  became  a  city. 
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their  eflFect  upon  these  volumes  and  unless  some 
attention  is  paid  to  them  at  once  they  will  become  so 
worn  and  mutilated  as  greatly  to  impair  their  value. 
The  Commissioners  have  therefore  had  the  first 
Deed  Book,  so  called,  copied  for  printers  use  and 
propose  to  put  this  in  print  next.  The  importance  of 
preserving  such  records  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  the 
City  of  Boston  has  caused  to  be  printed  in  the  most 
complete  manner  the  six  earliest  deed  books  of  Suf- 
folk County,  Massachusetts. 

On  account  of  the  material  contained  in  these 
books  it  has  seemed  to  the  Commissioners  desirable 
to  depart  somewhat  from  the  style  in  which  the  pre- 
ceding volumes  of  the  early  records  have  been 
printed. 

Since  the  presentation  of  the  last  report  of  this 
Commission  death  has  removed  our  associate,  George 
Moulton  Carpenter,  who  died  at  Katwijk-aan-Zee 
July  31,  1896. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Commissioners  held  on  the 
first  day  of  August,  1896,  the  following  preamble  and 
resolution  were  adopted  and  ordered  spread  upon  the 
records  of  the  Commission  : 

"  Whereas  it  has  pleased  Almighty  God  to  remove 
from  this  life  George  Moulton  Carpenter,  one  of  the 
Record  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  Providence, 
whose  death  occurred  at  Katwijk-aan-Zee,  Holland, 
July  31,  1896: — Resolved^  That  in  the  death  of  Judge 
Carpenter  his  associates  recognize  the  great  loss 
which  this  Commission  has  sustained  and  desire  to 
place  upon  record  their  appreciation  of  his  services 
and  worth  and  their  sorrow  at  his  untimely  demise. 
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For  more  than  five  years,  during  the  life  of  this  Com- 
mission, the  relations  between  the  Commissioners 
and  their  late  associate  have  been  of  such  a  charac- 
ter that  its  harmony  has  never  been  broken  and  so 
cordial,  friendly,  and  intimate  have  been  their  asso- 
ciation that  their  hours  of  labor  have  been  hours  of 
pleasure.  The  enthusiasm  of  our  late  associate  for 
the  work  was  intense,  and  his  promptness  in  response 
to  calls  for  his  time  and  service,  often  at  great  per- 
sonal sacrifice,  was  characteristic  of  the  interest  and 
zeal  which  he  ever  displayed. 

Resolved^  That  in  the  death  of  Judge  Carpenter 
the  Commission  has  been  deprived  of  an  earnest, 
zealous,  and  sympathetic  member — a  member  who 
has  borne  his  full  share  in  the  work  and  who  by  his 
happy  disposition  has  made  light  the  hours  of  labor. 

Resolved,  That  these  resolutions  be  spread  upon 
the  Records  of  the  Commissioners. 

In  addition  to  this  the  Commissioners  prepared  a 
brief  biographical  memorial  of  Judge  Carpenter 
which  with  a  portrait  was  presented  with  the  eleventh 
volume  of  the  Early  Records  of  the  Town  of  Provi- 
dence. 

PROVIDENCE   TAX   ASSESSMENT   LISTS. 

Among  the  ancient  records  belonging  to  the  city 
are  many  of  the  tax  assessment  lists  although  nothing 
like  a  complete  collection  now  remains.  In  early 
times  it  was  the  habit  of  retiring  town  officials  to 
retain  in  their  own  possession  such  papers  as  had 
accumulated  during  their  terms  of  ofiice  and 
especially  such  as  related  to  matter  that  had  been 
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finally  disposed  of.  Many  of  these,  doubtless,  have 
been  destroyed,  it  being  considered  that  they  were  of 
no  further  use  or  importance.

Introduction  to  the  Index. 


The  index  here  presented,  while  seeming  to  the  casual  reader  to  be 
simply  an  outline  of  some  1369  miscellaneous  papers  among  the  docu- 
mentary possessions  of  the  City  of  Providence,  will  prove,  upon  exami- 
nation, to  be  a  very  complete  explanation  of  the  contents  of  the  papers 
mentioned. 

The  Colonial  and  Revolutionary  periods  are  particularly  referred  to  in 
these  manuscripts,  but  a  few  bear  date  as  late  as  the  first  quarter  of  the 
nineteenth  century. 

Though  each  document  by  itself  may  at  first  glance  seem  fi^gmentary, 
yet  a  careful  study  of  this  index  as  a  whole,  will  satisfy  any  one  familiar 
with  such  material  that  here  may  be  found  basic  data  for  a  history  of 
Providence  Plantations  and  the  other  early  settlements  composing  what 
is  now  the  State  of  Rhode  Island.  Taken  in  connection  with  data  already 
before  the  public  the  records  outlined  in  the  following  pages  will  prove 
an  important  addition  to  the  records  of  the  town  of  Providence,  and  are 
worthy  of  most  careful  preservation. 

The  1369  manuscripts  here  enumerated  have  been  classified  and 
arranged  chronologically  in  five  volumes,  and  to  prevent  confusion  with 
other  indexed  papers  each  of  | these  has  the  character  o  prefixed  to  its 
number.

Nearly  two  centuries,  it  will  be  observed,  are  covered  by  the  manuscripts 
embraced  in  this  index,  which,  in  round  numbers,  contains  about  600 
leading  titles  and  5,000  sub-references.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  the  Com- 
missioners to  bring  out  as  completely  as  possible  the  features  of  the  doc- 
uments enumerated,  so  if  a  single  reference  fails  to  make  clear  the  pur- 
port of  any  of  these  manuscripts,  the  reader  will  find  cross-references 
that  will. 
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Manj  of  the  leading  titles  in  this  index  have  been  selected  because  of 
their  appearance  in  other  indexes  prepared  by  the  Commissioners,  not- 
ably that  in  the  Fourth  Report,  and  those  in  the  volumes  of  Earlj  Rec- 
ords now  in  type. 

It  will  be  noticeable  that  there  are  many  persons  and  places  mentioned, 
some  with  names  of  English  origin,  others  illustrating  Indian  nomencla- 
ture. There  are  references  to  Courts  and  their  officials,  to  the  towns  and 
their  public  servants,  to  land  claims  and  claimants,  to  the  allotments  in 
the  town  of  Providence,  to  the  **  Purchasers  and  Proprietors  "  of  Meshan- 
tatuck,  Pawtuxet,  Providence,  and  Westconnaug.  Reference  is  made  to 
the  war  with  King  Philip  and  the  burning  of  Providence,  the  Pequot 
War,  the  Dutch  and  Indian  War,  and  the  war  with  Great  Britain. 

Copies  of  laws  enacted  bj  the  General  Assembly  appear  among  these 
documents,  and  are  referred  to  under  **  Bulk  of  Laws." 

The  **  List  of  Titles'*  which  follows  this  introduction  will  prove  use- 
ful as  a  brief  summary  of  what  the  index  contains. 

Special  attention  is  called  to  certain  features  of  nomenclature  and 
arrangement  which  will  prevent  any  misunderstanding  and  may  prove  of 
advantage. 

So  far  as  consistent  with  clearness  all  adjectives  have  been  avoided  in 
the  leading  titles. 

Under  the  title  ''Assistant"  may  be  found  the  names  of  twenty-nine 
persons  arranged  alphabetically,  without  respect  to  chronology,  and  with 
numerous  references  to  their  official  services. 

Many  family  names  are  spelled  in  a  great  variety  of  ways  in  the  manu- 
scripts here  indexed,  for  example:  Abbott,  Balcom,  Bailey,  Clemence, 
Dyer,  Edmonds,  Gereardy,  Harding,  Hearnden,  Holden,  HoUiman, 
Inman,  Lippitt,  Olney,  Patey,  Reape,  Throckmorton,  Tyler,  Verin, 
Westcott,  and  Wright.  As  uniformity  seemed  preferable  in  an  index  of 
this  character,  names  of  early  families  have  been  spelled  herein  in  accord- 
ance with  the  usage  in  Austin's  Genealogical  Dictionary  of  Rhode  Island. 

Names  of  places  now  recognized  in  Rhode  Island  have  been  spelled  in 
this  index  in  accordance  with  the  nomenclature  adopted  by  the  Commis- 
sioners who  prepared  the  Topographical  Map  of  the  State  in  1891  in 
c6operation  with  the  United  States  Geological  Survey.  In  this  category 
may  be  mentioned  Louisquisset,  Neutaconkanut,  Mashapaug,  Westcon- 
naug, Wionkhiege,  and  Woonasquatucket.  There  are  numerous  ways  of 
spelling  Louisquisset  in  the  Records,  and  as  a  matter  of  curiosity  it  may 
be  noted  that  in  the  few  documents  mentioned  under  this  title  this  word 
is  spelled  in  no  less  than  ten  different  ways,  viz.:  Loquasqussuck, 
Locusquessett,  Loquessoett,  Loquassqusock,  Loakesquissit,  Loquass- 
quisck,  Loquasset,  Loksquesut,  Loqisett,  Loquassqussuck.  Indian  names 
not  included  in  the  Topographical  Map  above  referred  to  that  occur  vari- 
ously, have  been  spelled  in  accordance  with  the  most  frequent  usage,  as 
shown  in  the  first  ten  volumes  of  the  Early  Records  of  the  Town  of 
Providence. 

Under  the  title  **  Constable"  appear  thirty-seven  names  alphabetically 
arranged  without  reference  to  chronology.    In  most  instances,  however, 
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where  the  number  of  individual  names  under  a  heading  are  few,  thejr 
have  been  arranged  alphabetically  under  each  year.  In  practically  every 
instance,  except  those  cited,  sub-titles  are  arranged  in  chronological 
order.    See  Estate,  General  Assembly,  Highway,  Surveyors,  Jurors,  Etc. 

Natural  features  are  grouped  under  such  headings  as  Bay,  Brook,  Cove, 
Falls,  Field,  Ford,  Hill,  Meadow,  Neck,  Plain,  Point,  Pond,  River, 
Swamp,  and  Valley.  Under  Bridges  may  be  found  the  names  of  fourteen 
bridges;  under  Brooks  twelve  brooks  are  mentioned.  The  word  "Lot" 
has  sub-references  to  «*  Forty-foot  lots,"  «' Home  lot,"  "Jail  lot," 
♦'Warehouse  lot,"  and  "Water  lot." 

There  are  documents,  too,  bearing  on  boundary  questions.  Some  refer 
to  troubles  with  the  neighboring  colonies,  and  others  to  arrangements 
between  towns  within  the  Colony  of  Rhode  Island  and  Providence  Plan- 
tations. 

Under  the  title  "Memorandum"  are  some  miscellaneous  references. 
Where  memoranda  are  known  to  refer  to  any  other  particular  title  of  the 
index  they  have  been  placed  under  that  title,  but  the  memoranda  given 
under  this  title  are  such  as  cannot  be  so  placed. 

One  of  the  serious  results  of  King  Philip's  War  was  the  destruction 
of  many  official  documents  belonging  to  the  town  of  Providence,  so  that 
titles  to  estates  were  thus  left  in  obscurity.  This  fact  is  well  illustrated 
in  document  0676,  referred  to  under  Lot,  Meadow,  Throckmorton,  Wright, 
and  other  titles.  It  details  the  results  of  an  investigation  made  in  the 
year  1709,  concerning  the  ownership  of  lands  originally  allotted  to  John 
Throckmorton,  proving  very  conclusively  that  the  land  records  of  Provi- 
dence in  that  year  were  deficient  in  many  particulars,  and  also  showing 
in  what  manner  the  truth  was  arrived  at  in  this  instance.  After  reciting 
the  statements  in  the  records  the  report  continues  as  follows :  "  But  now 
having  done  with  what  I  can  yet  find  by  ye  records  I  shall  mind  some- 
thing as  to  what  fame  reports  as  concerning  Mr.  Throckmorton's  right  of 
lands,  the  which  is  also  well  known  and  hath  by  ye  Antcient  neighbours 
been  well  known  as  well  as  the  report  of  only  fame,  that  Mr.  Throck- 
morton had  a  house  lott  being  5  acres  which  Sam :  Wright  dwells  on  and 
one  share  of  salt  meadow  near  to  Waybossett,  and  two  pieces  of  salt 
marsh  more  for  another  share  of  meadow.  The  one  piece  lieine  upon 
Wanasquatucket  River  and  the  other  piece  adjoined  to  Mr.  Williams  his 
meaddow,  which  sd  two  pieces  both  made  one  share  the  which  said  lot 
and  meaddow  Henry  Wright  bought.  There  is  also  20  acres  of  land  which 
Sam :  Wright  sold  unto  Mr  Crwfrd  which  was  also  Mr  Throckmortons, 
otherwise  Sam :  Wright  could  not  have  had  it  to  have  sold.  There  is 
also  a  house  lott  which  was  Edward  Copes  on  which  William  Austin 
sometimes  dwelt:  there  is  also  one  share  of  meaddow  upon  the  north 
side  of  Moshassuck  River  by  Dexter*8  bridge,"  etc. 

Under  the  title  Officer  are  a  number  of  general  references.  To  get 
a  more  specific  idea  of  the  doings  of  special  officers  consult  the  respective 
titles.  Eight  ''Points"  are  mentioned  as  follows :  Cowpen,  Fields,  Fox, 
Great,  Greene's,  India,  Sassafras,  and    Weybosset.     Under   "  Pond " 
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there  are  fourteen  mentioned,  viz. :  Benedict,  Cranberry,  Edd/s,  Flag, 
Great,  Little,  Long,  Mashapaug,  Moswansicut,  Mushasacutt,  Punhun- 
gansett,  Small,  Stow,  and  Tongue. 

There  are  references  in  the  index  to  the  location  of  the  «* Beacon" 
during  the  Revolution,  to  the  rules  of  the  Fire  department,  to  the  Fiftj^ 
acre  division  of  land,  to  Allotments  west  of  the  Seven  Mile  Line,  to  the 
**  Inman  Purchase  '*  and  many  others  of  like  character. 

**  Legal  Proceedings  "  is  a  title  that  covers  many  happenings  in  the 
Colony  and  it  is  sub-divided  into  proceedings  in  the  several  courts. 
There  are  references  under  it  to  the  County  Court  at  Boston,  the  Court 
of  Royal  Commissioners,  Court  of  Justices,  Court  of  Magistrates,  Gen- 
eral Court  of  Trials,  Town  Court  of  Trials,  Court  of  Three  Men  chosen 
by  the  town  to  end  small  differences,  proceedings  before  justices  of  the 
peace,  practise  and  pleadings,  and  miscellaneous  proceedings.  This  is 
one  of  the  most  extensive  as  well  as  one  of  the  most  important  titles  in 
the  index,  and  will  be  found  of  great  interest,  as  it  illustrates  the  difficul- 
ties that  the  colonists  had  among  themselves,  with  the  Indians,  and  with 
their  neighbors.  The  names  of  some  of  the  judges  and  other  court  offi- 
cers, as  well  as  the  parties  to  the  suits  and  the  important  witnesses, 
sometimes  appear. 

Pawtuxet  figured  prominently  in  the  early  history  of  the  State  and 
there  are  many  references  to  its  purchase,  its  bounds,  and  its  proprietors. 

Under  the  title  "Proprietors  of  Grand  Purchase  of  Providence"  are 
mentioned  by  name  many  of  the  early  owners  of  the  Plantation,  and  ref- 
erences are  made  to  the  requests  for  land,  the  several  grants  of  land, 
claims,  agreements,  appointments  of  committees  to  negotiate  settlements, 
and  the  reports  of  committees.  There  are  also  interesting  references  to 
the  "Proprietors  of  Common  Lands  of  Providence"  both  to  the  east 
and  west  of  the  Seven-Mile  Line. 

Undoubtedly  the  manner  of  giving  the  fullest  knowledge  of  the  papers 
in  the  possession  of  the  city  would  be  to  print  them  g'm  exienso,  but,  as 
they  are  so  numerous,  the  expense  of  putting  them  all  in  type  would  be 
large,  and  the  time  required  to  do  so  would  be  great.  In  order,  therefore, 
to  make  them  as  reasonably  and  immediately  accessible,  as  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case  seem  to  admit,  the  indexes  accompanying  the  Com- 
missioners' Fourth  Report  and  their  present  Report,  have  been  prepared, 
by  the  use  of  which  the  seeker  for  information  can  learn  the  general  char- 
acter of  the  papers,  and  thus  be  guided  to  any  particular  manuscript 
shedding  light  upon  the  subject  engaging  his  attention.  The  practical 
value  of  these  papers  to  the  city  from  a  pecuniary  standpoint  alone,  since 
they  have  been  arranged  and  rendered  accessible  by  the  Commissioners, 
has  been  abundantly  proved,  so  that  the  wisdom  of  supplying,  measur- 
ably at  least,  a  key  to  their  contents  in  the  form  of  an  index  has  beer 
convincingly  demonstrated.
